Monarchists and Reds Plan Huge 
Rival Demonstrations There Sunday 
Government May Prohibit Them.

BERLIN, May 7.—As a result of the 
big Communist success at the polls on 
Sunday it looks as if the Ruhr district 
might be facing another “Red war’ 
guch as threatened in 1920 to destroy 
that busiest and wealthiest region of 
Germany. Such repetition of the ‘Red 
war’ seems imminent from news reach- 
ing here tonight that 300,000 coal miners 
there are striking or have been locked 
out, owing to differences between them 
and their employers on the eight-hour 
day question. 

What makes the situation even more 
alarming to Berlin is a strong possibfi- 
ity of a connection between these strikes 
and the recent search of,the premises of 
the Russian Trade Mission here, which, 
it is believed, gave the German police 
proof of a conspiracy between the 
Russian Soviet Government and Ahe 
German Communists to start a general 
strike throughout Germany. Connection 
is also seen between the Communist ac- 
tivities in the Ruhr which have cul- 
minated in tonight’s strike and recent 
revelations concerning the ‘‘German 
Cheka,”’ by which the German police 
sought to show, the existence of a regu- 
lar conspiracy of German and Russian 
Communists to spread ‘‘Red activities’ 
through Germany to the banks of the 
Rhine. 

Communists Gain Control. 


Socialist circles in Berlin tonight re- 
ceived information that the Communists 
have been entirely successful in wrest- 
ing control of the Ruhr situation from 
the hands of the Socialist and Christian 
trade unions there. There is no doubt 
that the Communist election victory 
made a deep impression on the laboring 
element, not only in the Ruhr but also 
in other mining districts, such as Sax- 
ony and Silesia, where strikes also ap- 
pear imminent. a 

News from Essen, Diisseldorf, Bochum 
and other Ruhr centres shows that the 
Communist leaders called on the mine- 
owners and threatened that unless a 
seven-hour day and increased wages 
were granted the mines would be seized 
by the strikers and worked by them. 

But what the Communist leaders are 
really after is to bring about a general 
strike, not only in mining but in all 
industries in Germany. There is coal 
enough only for a few days, and after 
that nearly all the factories in Germany 
will be compelled to shut down, which 
will pave the way for another ‘‘Red 
war.’’ It is learned that the Minister of 
the Interior, Herr Severing, who sup- 
pressed the first Communist uprising in 
the Ruhr district, received extremely 
alarming news late last nght whch kept 
hm and hs staff busy for many hours. 

In Socialist circles this sudden Com- 
munist activity is directly connected 
with the recent search by the German 
police of the offices of the Russian 
Trade Mission and with the conduct of 
the Russian Ambassador, M. Krestinsky, 
who, it is maintained, by creating an 
atmosphere of prejudice against the 
German Government’s action sought to 
discredit certain damaging evidence 
which the German police are understood 
to have obtained in the said search 
showing active Russian Soviet propa- 
ganda in Germany. 


Monarchists and Reds May Clash. 


Possibilities of imminent serious 
trouble loom up also in an announce- 
ment of the mass meetings scheduled for 
next Sunday at Halle by organizations 
of the’ Extreme Right political- affilia- 
tions on the one hand and on the other 
by the Communists. 

The former plan to mobilize 250,000 
members, ostensibly for the purpose of 
unveiling a statu@-to von Moltke, the 
German leader in the Franco-Prussian 
War. The Communists, seeing in the 
proposed meeting a challenge are brgan- 
izing a huge counter demonstration, 
which, if up to expectations, will take 
to Halle next Sunday Communist hosts 
equaling, if not surpassing, in numbers 
the big array of reactionaries, 

It is announced that the police will 
be present in large numbers, that pub- 
lic processions in Halle will not be al- 
lowed and that the Communists will be 
confined to an open space outside the 
city proper, to lessen the possibilities 
of a clash with the _ reactionaries. 


Despite these precautions, however, it 
is felt that both 
the scene looking for trouble, and ther 
is a likelihood that the Government 
will prohibit either one or both parties 
concerned from carrying out their dem- 
onstration plans.

LONDON, May 7.—London had its 
own “motor bandit’ outrage today. 

Just after 10 o’clock this morning 
a small automobile came down Bond 
Street. Outside a jeweler’s it slowed 
down and one man sprang out. With 
a wrench he smashed a hole in the 
plateglass window and, inserting his, 
hand, snatched a $35,000 diamond 
necklace. He was in the car again 
in twenty seconds and it rushed off 
at breakneck speed. 

The heavy traffic in the narrow 
street made the bandit’s car slow 
down. A policeman near by blew 
his whistle, a mounted man galloped 
in pursuit and a number of other 
policemen commandeered a taxicab 
and gave chase. 

Into Piccadilly the bandits turned 
and went west. The police were 
gaining and the taxicab held up the 
robbers near Dover Street. They 
jumped out, abandoning the car and, 
going in different directions, escaped 
in the passing throngs. 

A reward of £1,000 has been offered 
for the necklace.

PROBLEM: WHO DIED LAST 








Heirs of Richard and W. T. 
Coleman 3d Start Unique Inves- 
tigation Involving Trust Fund. 





John F. Bowie, a lawyer of 37 Wall 
Street, has started an investigation to 
find out the exact time when Robert 
Lewis Coleman of San Francisco was 
murdered by bandits on the Tirana- 
Scutari highway, for the reason that the 
disposition of a fortune of about $500,- 
000 depends on the exact moment when 
Mr. Coleman was killed. 

Robert Louis Coleman and George B. 
De Long were slain on April 6 in Al- 
bania. On the same day William T. 
Coleman 3d, a nephew of Robert Louis 
Coleman, died at Monrovia, Cal. 

One group of the heirs will inherit the 
fortune if Robert Louis Céleman died 
first, and another group will inherit 
if William T. Coleman died first. 

The circumstances surrounding the 
deaths of the two indicate that it may 
be difficult to fix the exact time of 
death of each man to the sasitfaction of 
rival groups of heirs, or of the California

was originally a part of the estate of 
Captain William T. Coleman, a pioneer, 
who went to California in 1849 and be- 
came a noted public character during 
the time that followed the discovery of 
gold. In 1851, when public justice had 
ceased to exist In California, he became 
one of the organizers of the Vigilance 
Committee which hanged four men. 

In 1856 Mr, Coleman headed the sec- 
ond Vigilance Committee which hanged 
several men and banished others. He 
built up a large fortune in the lumber 
business and died wealthy in 1893. 

Captain Coleman willed his estate in 
trust to his two sons. He provided for 
the inheritance of the trust by grand- 
children, but directed also that the 
whole trust should go to either son if 
he survived his brother and his brother’s 
children. 

In other words, if Willlam T. Cole- 
man 3d died first, his share in the trust 
went to the uncle, Robert Louis Cole- 
man, and on his death, to his children. 
If, however, William T. Coleman died 
last the estate would go to his heirs, He 


had no children, but his mother and 
others who would share in’‘the fortune 
are said to be living. 

Cabled press dispatches reported that 
Robert Louis Coleman died in Albania 
at 10 A. M. His’ nephew was reported 
to have died at Monrovia at 1 A. M, 
on that day. Phere is exactly nine 
hours’ difference in time between the

SMASHES ANOTHER; 
THIRTY ARE INJURED 


Brakes, Fail on 155th Street 
Viaduct and One-Man Car 
Races Down Hill. 








IT HITS TWO AUTOMOBILES 





Then Rushes On Down Upon 
Passengers Crowded in Re&r 
of a Standing Crosstown Car. 





MOTORMAN BARRED DOORS 





Kept Screaming Women From Leap- 
Ing as Speed Quickened—Police 
Lift Out Those Hurt. 





More than thirty persons were injured 
just before 6 o’clock last night when 
the brakes on a one-man Ogden Avenue 
car failed on the grade down the 155th 
Street viaduct and it smashed into a 
crowded trolley standing in its path. 
For four blocks the car raced down hill. 
At St. Nicholas Place it sideswiped 
two automobiles. Then it rushed on to 
Eighth Avenue, where it crashed into 
the other car—a 155th Street crosstown 
—which was started down hill by the 
impact. The two cars, their momen- 
tum spent, were finally stopped at Ma- 
comb’s Place. 

The injured were treated by ambu- 
lance surgeons from Harlem and Colum- 
bus Hospitals, and all but four were sent 
home. Many who were only slightly 
hurt refused medical attention. They 
were taken home in automobiles com- 
mandeered by the police. 

The specific cause of the accident was 
not learned. George Serfert, motorman 
of the one-man car, the only. man who 
might have given definite information, 
was unconscious in Columbus Hospital. 
The car became unmanageable when the 
trolley pole flew off soon after Serfert 
started from Amsterdam Avenue. Pas- 
sengers said that the air tanks were 
almost empty. and. could not be re- 
charged after the power was lost. Ser- 
fert ran to the rear and tried to manipu- 
late the pole back onto the overhead 
wire, but could not. 

It Speeds Down Hill. 


The runaway car went faster and 
faster. Women screamed and fought to 
reach the door, but Serfert barred the 
exit and by main force kept any one 
from leaping from the swaying car as 
it rushed on down hill. 

As’ the car neared St. Nicholas Place, 
a traffic policeman, not knowing it was 
a@ runaway, turned the semaphores for 
north and south traffic. A stream of 


The $500,000 involved in this matter automobiles returning from the baseball 


game at the Yankee Stadium were lined 
up waiting to make the left hand turn 
into St. Nicholas Place. Two started 
forward with the signal, just as the trol- 
ley shot by. The front ends of’ both 
automobiles were smashed and the oc- 
cupants were jolted from their seats, 

In one, a taxicab driven by Max L. 
Fein of 2,016 Union Street, Brooklyn, 
were Lew Cantor, a brother of Eddie 
Cantor, of 160 West Forty-sixth Street, 
and Eugene West, an actor, living at the 
Alamac Hotel. In the other were Mrs. 
Herbert J. Morris of 414 West i2ist 
Street, and Paul Von Boeckman of 110 
West Fortieth Street. All four refused 
treatment and went home in taxicabs. 
The automobiles had to be taken away 
by wrecking cars. 

The trolley car, unchecked as it 
crushed the noses of the two automo- 
biles, continued its dash across the via- 
duct, which was crowded with persons 
returning from the ball game or from 
work. Its wild speed and the screams of 
the imprisoned passengers sent people 
scurrying safely off the tracks. 


Hits Another Trolley. 


At Eighth Avenue, where many per- 
sons change from the Sixth Avenue ele- 
vated to the 155th Street crosstown line, 
a crosstown trolley car had stopped to 
take on passengers. 

Serfert, seeing that a collision was in- 
evitable unless ghe forward car moved 
swiftly, clanged his bell as hard as he 
could, hoping to warn its conductor, 
James McGill of 4,065 Tenth Aveuue.

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TAMMANY LEADERS 
MAY ‘DRAFT’ FOLEY 


Proposal to ‘Make Him Take It’ 
Made on Eve of Meeting to 
Elect Murphy Successor. 








SELECTION UNLIKELY TODAY 





Subcommittee Probably Will Be 
Named to Choose Chieftain 
if Surrogate Still Refuses.

Although the Executive Committee of 
Tammany Hall will meet this afternoon 
to discuss the election of a successor to 
Charles F. Murphy, it is probable that 
no decision will be reached and that the 
selection of a leader, to be later ap- 
proved by the Executive Committee, 
may be turned over to a select com- 
mittee. 

Surrogate James A. Foley, who appar- 
ently is the one man on the selection of 
whom there is almost. unanimous agree- 
ment among the leaders, returned to the 
city last night from Good Ground, still 
reluctant to accept the leadership, ~al- 
though the pressure upon him has been 
markedly increased in the last few 
days. It is still possible that he will 
accept at the behest of Governor Smith. 
Should he decide to do so he will be 
chosen. , 

“If, at the time the committee meets 
this “afternoon, Foley ia of the same 
mind as he was last night, the selection 
of a leader today will be highly im- 
probable, according to those who are 
fully aware of the sentiment in the 
oxecutive Committee. These men assert 
that it will be virtually impossible for 
the members of the Executive Committee 
to agree on any one put Foley. The 
Surrogate could be elected by an almost 
unanimous vote, but once he is definitely 
out of the running half a dozen aspir- 
ants for the place, many of whom are 
themselves district leaders, will be pre- 
pared to put up a fight in their own 
behalf. 

Judge Olvany a Second Choice. 


The second choice of many of the lead- 
ers is Judge George W. Olvany of the 
Court of General Sessions, for many 
years lead in a district wherein he 
learned all about the trials and tribula- 
tions that may beset a Tammany poli- 
tician. It is doubtful, however, whether 
Olvany could be elected without a good 
deal of electioneering. Even Foley him- 
self, itis said, could not swing the Foley 
strength in the committee to Olvany. 

It is for the reason that a bitter in- 
ternal fight might well result from any 
attempt to elect any one other than 
Foley that the more cautious of the 
leaders were discussing last night the 
idea of postponing the selection and let- 
ting a small committee handle the situa- 
tion. Regardless of whether this plan 
goes through, it will be suggested at the 
meeting this afternoon, which is called 
for 4 o'clock. 

Such a committee, if appointed, will 
not attempt to manage the affairs of 
Tammany Hall, or be in any sense a 
triumvirate. It will be empowered 
merely to canvass the situation as to 
the selection of a leader and’ report 
back. It will then ascertain the strength 
and weakness of the numerous possible 
candidates, obtain the views of all the 
leaders, and others besides the leaders 
who are important to the management 
of Tammany Hall, and report back 
again, possibly in a week. The selection, 
ultimately, will rest with the Executive 
Committee. . 


Make-up of Committee Important. 


The make-up of the committee, if 
chosen, will be of the utmost impor- 
tance, and the chances are that the 
members will be men who have no as- 
pirations of their own toward the lead- 
ership. They will be men, too, in a 
position to weigh the suggestions of 
those outside the Executive Committee 
whose wishes it might be wise to con- 
sider. Not all of the leaders are dis- 
posed to regard lightly Mayor Hylan’s 
disapproval of the selection of Surro- 
gate Foley, even though nearly all of 
‘them believe it was instigated by Wil- 
liam R. Hearst and that Hylan is 
likely at any time to side with Hearst 
against Tammany. 

Not only do several of the leaders 
hold jobs which are not too exacting 
through the beneficence of Mayor Hylan, 
but Tammany is mindful, it appeared 
last night, /that the M&yor is now in 
the throes of selecting the personnel of 
the new Board of Transportation, which 
is to take over the building of subway 
lines heretofore managed by the Transit 
Commission. Already the Mayor has 


announced that John H. Delaney will 
head that body. 

Mr. Delaney is from Brooklyn and is 
not a member of Tammany Hall, It is 
fully expected that the Mayor will also 
appoint Grover Whalen, now Commis- 
sioner of Plant and Structures, to the

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COOLIDGE'S LEAD NOW 
IN CALIFORNIA 49,700 


Majority Over Johnson in Sen- 
ator’s Home State Rises 
Steadily Throughout Day. 





KLAN MAN SWEEPS INDIANA 





Jackson Wihs Republican Nom- 
ination for Gédvernor—Cool- 
idge Victory Overwhelming. 





SAN FRANCISCO, May 7.—President 
Coolidge’s 
Johnson for California's endorserfient for 
the Republican Presidential nomination 
continued to increase in returns late 
today, the gain being especially apparent 
as belated tabulations from Los Angeles 
County came in. 

The figures from 6,198 of the State’ 
6,974 precincts gave Johnson 244,800, 
Coolidge 290,542. 

The same precincts gave a slate of 
delegates to the Democratic National 
Convention pledged to William G. Mc- 
Adoo almost a six-to-one lead over an 
unpledged group which opposed McAdoo. 
The figures, also from 6,198 precincts: 
McAdoo, 103,500; “no preference” dele- 
gation, 17,891.

On the Socialist ticket Eugene V. Debs 
won all votes, as did Charles H. Ran- 
dall on the prohibition ticket. 

When daylight came it looked as if 
President Coolidge had defeated Hiram 
Johnson. The delegates pledged to the 
nomination of President Coolidge were 
then more than 10,000 votes ahead of 
the Johnson delegates on the face of 
complete returns from 3,666 of the 
State’s 6,974 precincts. As belated re- 
turns came in, the Coolidge lead tended 
to increase. 

Analysis of the. returns show that 
while San Francisco has given Johnson 
more than 8,700 majority, Los Angeles 
turned in a Coolidge’ majority of more 
than 60,000, while the precincts outside 
these cities are giving the two candi- 

tes almost the same vote. Thus, when 
the totals for 5,964 precincts were com- 
piled this evening they showed these 


results:

WASHINGTON, May 7.—An _ unex- 
pected last-minute change in the Immi- 
gration bill which would postpone Jap- 
anese exclusion from July 1, 1924, until 
March 1, 1925, was agreed upon by the 
Senate and Hco.wve conferees today upon 
the insistence of President Coolidge ex- 
pressed at a White House conference. 

Opposition to the change promptly fol- 
lowed its announcement, Senators 
| Srortsides of California and Harris of 
Georgia declaring they would fight ac- 
ceptance of the amendment when the 
bill reaches the Senate on the ground 
; that the conferees exceeded their au- 
ithority. Representative Raker, Demo- 
crat, of California said he would con- 
test the report every inch of the way 
in the House, 

Vv. S. McClatchy of the Sacramento 
Bee, speaking for the California Legion, 
Grange, Labor Federation and Native 
Sons, issued a statement assailing any 
treaty to be sought during the year’s 
delay of exclusion as an invasion of the 
Congressional prerogative of regulating 
immigration and as a_ discriminating 
concession to Japan, ¢ 

The change in the exclusion proposal 
was accomplished with surprising swift- 
ness after a short and lively controversy 
among the conferees, which will be car- 
ried to the floors of House and Senate 
just as soon as the report on the meas- 
ure is brought up for consideration. 

After a sharp debate, in whica Repre- 
sentative Raker expressed keen disap- 
proval of this step, it was announced 
that the exclusion section had been 
amended by the conferees to add the fol- 
lowing proviso: \ 

‘“‘Provided, that this subdivision shall 
not take effect as to exclusion until 
March 1, 1925, before which time the 
President is requested to negotiate with 
the Japanese Government in relation to 
the abrogation of the present arrange- 
ments on this subject.”’ 


Acted After White House Conference. 


The conferees already had announced 
last night completion of the bill and 
had provided among other things for 
acceptance of the House,provisions on 
exclusion, which would become effective 
next July 1. This morning Senators 

{Lodge and Reed of Pennsylvania and 
Representative Albert-Johnson of Wash- 
ington, Chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Immigration and Naturalization, 
were called to the White House. 

After a conference with the President 
they returned to the Capitol, where Sen- 
ator Reed sent a hurried call for the 
other conferees. He informed them the 
President was disappointed with the 
provision as it was left in the bill and 
desired a change to allow time for the 
difficulty to be ironed out through the 
channels of diplomacy. 

Senator Reed, speaking for: the con- 
ferees, declared the new provision had 
been proposed by the House members at 
the request of the President and that 
the Senate members accepted it because 
of the President's insistence. Chairman 
Johnson of the House group suggested 
the’ new date of enforcement at the 
White House conference. The President 
also urged the Republican leaders of the 
House to make an aggressive effort on 
the floor for the new date. 

The provision adopted was the one 
Senator.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Unusual ac- 
tivity in Administration circles today 
resulted in arrangements being made to 
speed up the lagging legislative pro- 
gram, with a view to having Congress 
adjourn before the meeeting of the Re- 
publican National Convention on June 
10, President Coolidge was the lead- 
ing spirit in the activity displayed. 
His recent indication that he intended 
to be the real as well as the titular 
leader of his party was confirmed by 
his course today, with the strengthening 
of his hold on party workers through 
victories in the California and Indiana 
primaries yesterday. 

The new spirit which the President 
injected into party affairs pertaining 
to. legislation was first shown at a 
breakfast at the White House, where 
the President's guests were the Repub- 
lican Teaders of the House of Represen- 
tatives and other prominent members. 
From that time on thfoughout the day, 
the President was dctivé in stimulating 
his followers in Senate and House to 
renewed efforts to make a record on 
which the party could go 
in the coming sae 


Results Show Quickly. 


As a result of the series of conferences, 
these results were obtained: ; 


1. An agreement by which the immi- 
gration bill will be amended so as to 
postpone until March 1, 1925, the time 
for putting the Asiatic exclusion clause 
into effect, to enable the State Depart- 
ment to negotiate arrangements with 
Japan that will soften the effect of the 
exclusion feature. This agreement was 
sanctioned late this afternoon by the 
members of the joint conference com- 
mittee of the Senate and House, which 
has been engaged in harmonizing. the 
differences between the two houses over 
the immigration méasure. 

2. The recommendation of President 
Coolidge, originally advanced by Presi- 
dent Harding and Secretary Hughes, 
that provision be made for American 
participation in the International Court 
of Justice set up by the League of 
Nations at The Hague, will be brought 
forward in the Senate without delay in 
a modified form. The indications are 
that the proposal will provide that the 


scope of the present international tribu- 
nal of arbitration at The Hague, to 
which the United States is a party, shall 
be amplified to give the tribunal the 
functions of a Court of Justice. This 
would meet the objection by sorhe Sen- 
ators to having the United States affil- 
jate with the League's. World Court. 
The plan calls for supplementary action 
to enable the President to initiate ex- 
changes, with a view to another inter- 
national conference on limitation of 
armament, with the likelihood that 
economic questions would be included in 
the agenda. 

3. Some of those who conferred with the 
President came away ‘convinced that 
he would veto the Soldiers’ Bonus bill, 
which has been passed by the Senate 
and the House by large majorities.

Democratic Amendment Shifts Levy 
and Makes It a Direct Burden 
Upon Inheritances.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—By a vote of 
43 to 32 the Senate inserted in the 
Revenue .bill tonight the Democratic 
amendment taxing undistributed corpo- 
ration earnings on a graduating scale 
running to 40 per cent., a system to 
which President Coolidge vigorously ob- 
jects. The vote, which came at 7:45 
o’clock, was preceded by a long dap of 
speeches, the principal being made by 
Senator Jones of New Mexico, author of 
the amendment, and Senator Smoot, its 
leading opponent. 

Again the coalition between Democrats 
and Republican Radicals won. Six of 
the insurgents voted with the minority. 
None of the regular Republicans voted 
for the Seka amendment, but for the 
Finance Committee amendment, which 
would have replaced the existing 12) 
per cent. flat corporation tax and the 
capital stock tax of $1 per $1,000 with a 
flat tax of 14 per cent. 

The Jones amendment imposes a flat 
or normal tax ef 9 per cent. on cor- 
poration earnings, and also taxes un- 
distributed earnings above 10 per cent. 
on a graduated basis, starting with on°- 
quarter of 1, per cent. and going up- 
-Wward to 40 per cent. on undistributed 
earnings above 60 per cent. Just before 
the vote was taken, Senator Jones said 
that he would later accept amendments 
suggested by Senator Adams, exempting 
corporations with earnings below $15,009 
or $18,000 from his graduated levies.

Inheritance Tax Accepted, 


Before the Senate adjourned tonight 
the inheritance tax proposed by Senator 
Walsh of Massachusetts, Democrat, as 
a substitute for the estates tax, was 
accepted on motion of Senator Smoot. 
The Walsh tax runs from 1 per cent. on 
$25,000 up to 30 per cent. above 
$5,000,000. 

The present law imposes a tax of 1 
per cent. on $50,000, running to 25 per 
cent. above $10,000,000. The House has 
approved an estates tax which ran from 
1 per cent. on $50,( to 40 per cent. 
above $10,000,000, but the Finance Com- 
mittee struck out the House provision 
and reverted to the present law. 

Beginning at 1 per cent. on $25,000, 
the Walsh tax adds an additional 1 per 
cent. for each $25,000 until $100,000 is 
reached. Between $100,000 and $200,000, 

ere’is a tax, of 6 per cent. The 


ther schedules are 9 per cent. on 
$200,000—$500,000; 12 per cent. on 
$500,000--$1,000,000; 18 per cent. on

The important change made under the 
Walsh amendment is the taxation of 
the beneficiary direct, rather than the 
estate itself. The decision of Mr. Smoot 
to accept it was based on his belief that 
differences between the Democrats and 
Republicans could be ironed out in con- 
ference. 


-Jones Attacks ‘Holding Companies. 


Opening the debate today, Senator 
Jones in opposing a flat 14 per cent. tax 
on corporations said that if a graduated 
scale was imposed on individuals, cor- 
Porations should be taxed likewige. The 
14 per cent. tax, he argued, penalized 
the small corporation and benefited the 
larger concerns. Speaking of the hold- 
ing: companies, Senator Jones asserted: 

“They pay no tax on dividends; they 
are being availed of for the purpose of 
preventing payment of just taxes.”’ 

His plan, stated the author, would 
raise as much revenue as the committee 
scheme. He added that the 14 per cent. 
flat rate was unfair when it forced cor- 


| porations with small incomes to pay as 


much as an individual with an income 
of $54,000. 

Senator Jones did not name Henry 
Ford, but he referred to the Ford Cor- 
poration as an illustratiofi of how tax- 
ation was avoided, in his opinion. 

Replying to Senator Jones, Senator 
Smoot sald:

“These figures show clearly that the 
supposed necessity for the adoption:of 
an undistributed profits tax does not ex- 
ist, and that industrial companies, thé 
ones which would be .most_ seriouély 
crippled by such a tax, afe ne fot of 
the acts which the tax is désigned to 
penalize. 

“The harmful effect of such a tax upon 
the business development of the country 
cannot be exaggerated.

“It appears that any considerable ac- 
tive operations by the fleet undertaken 
at the present time, or in the near fu- 


ture, would be hampered by material 
defects and shortcomings; and for the 
correction of some of these there is 
small immediate prospect.’’ 

Coming from the ranking American 
naval officer afloat, who had served 
as chief of naval operations before 
taking over supreme command of the 
nation’s battle forces at sea, the state- 
ments of Admiral Coontz are expected 
to arouse deep interest in Congress. 

The report has been in the Navy De- 
partment nearly two mnoths. The first 
intimation that such a document ex- 
isted, along with a summary of part of 
its contents, was contained in a Wash- 
ington dispatch to THE NEW YorRK 
TIMES, published April 30. 

Recommendations are made by the Ad- 
miral for measures to modernize the 
battleships Florida,’ Utah, Arkansas, 
Wyoming, New York, Texas, Nevada and 
Oklahoma, including the elevation of 
their turret guns to give them greater 
range in battle. He tells how, as re- 
lated at that time in a dispatch to THE 
NEW YORK TIMES, orders were received 
from the department, shortly before one 


of the problems began, limiting the 
boiler pressure of the battleships Wyo- 
ming, Arkansas, Florida and Utah to} 


160 pounds, which entails a maximum 
speed of about 14 knots, and how these 
ships had to grop out of the manoeuvres 
because their boilers were in bad shape. 

Much attention is paid to the slow 
speed of auxiliary ships, which limited 
the progress of the fleet as a whole to 


7% knots, as well as to marked de- 
ficiencies found in the number, types 
and capacities of these ships. He rec- 


ommends the elevation of turret guns on 
all battleships deficient in that respect, 
to provide a parity in range. 


Text of the Report. 


The report, which was given to the 
public under Secretary Wilbur's instruc- 
tions, reads: 


United States Fleet, U. S. S. Seattle, 
flatgzship, at sea, en route from 
Culebra, P. R., to New York, N. Y., 
March 3, 1924. 

From Commander-in-Chief, U. S. fleet, 
to the Chief of Naval Operations. 

Subject: Material Effectiveness—Fleet 
Problems II., Ill. and IV. 

The Commander-in-Chief summariz- 
es herein his conclusions in regard to 


material matters based on Fleet Prob- 
lems II., III. and IV. 

Inasmuch as these problems followed 
in close sequence and many of the les- 
sons learned in one were repeated in 
others, it has been thought best to re- 
gard them as a whole, considering 
major items rather than those numer- 
ous deficiencies whose existence is 
amply set for in reports on ‘‘Mate- 
rial Readiness for War”; in work re- 
quests and summaries of the same; in 
the reports of the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing on “Changes in Present Machi- 
nery Arrangement to Provide Security 
Against Derangement’’; in Part IV. of 
the reports of gunnery exercises; in 
the reports of engineering perform- 
ances, etce., which are available in 
the department for perusal and ap- 
oropriate action by any bureau or of- 
ice which may be interested therein. 

In order that there may be complete 
understanding as to what part\pf the 
fleet is covered by this report, ‘there 
is attached hereto (Appendix A) a 
list of ships taking part in Fleet Prob- 
lem IV., which was the last of the 
series, and therefore should represent 
the final test in so far as there can be 
said to have been any final test. The 
fleet speed contemplated was 10 knots 
for this problem, which had to be re- 
duced on account of the slowness of 
auxiliary ships, which could not keep 
in touch, 

In general it is indicated that the 
difference in operating conditions in 
the Atlantic and in the Pacific has 
a marked effect on the material. 
The weather, wind, sea and tempera- 
ture in the Atlantic make inroads on 
general material effectiveness in ex- 
cess 0 fthose experienced in the Pa- 


cific. This is particularly indicated in 
the experience of the smaller and less 
capable units. 

The material condition of the fleet 


{fs not as good as it should be. The 
defects may be looked at from several 
points of view. There are a number 
of major defects which can be cor- 
rected only by a correction of national 
policy, which must be worked for. 
There is in the fleet what may be 
called a deferred maintenance result- 
ing from a failure to keep the ships 


properly repaired and up to date in 
beneficial alterations. This is partly 
due directly to insufficient appropri- 
ations and partly due to a high over- 
head expense at navy yards, which 
uses up the money available without 
putting a sufficient proportion into 
ships, 

There are some instances of faulty 
Gesigen and there are some defects 
probably due to faulty administration. 
The Commander-in-Chief does not be- 


lieve that the ships have been getting 
their fair share of overhaul time. 
Operation of the ships must be exten- 
sive when there is so much personnel 
to be trained but when skilled per- 
gonnel is short, as it has been. there 
should be allowed ample time for the 
inadequate personnel to accomplish the 
upkeep.

BATTLESHIPS UNFIT 


Disappointment— 


May 7.—With the 
publication today by the Navy Depart- 
ment of the complete text of the re- 
port of Admiral Robert E. Coontz on 
the Winter manoeuvres of the fleet, a 
summary of which was previously pub- 
Mshed in THe New York TIMEs, the 
emphatic nature of the Commander-in- 
Chief’s views in the weakness displayed 
by the battle forces and their auxili- 
aries became apparent.

It appears that any con- 
siderable active opeations by the fleet 
Undertaken at the present time or in 
the near future would be hampered by 
material defects and shortcomings, 
and for the correction of some of 
a there is small immediate pros- 
pect. 

The Commander-in-Chief fully 
realizes the handicap imposed on ma- 
terial conditions by the large numbers 
of yntrained officers and men, but 
this is a difficulty which time and 
work will remedy. 


FLAGSHIPS. 


There is a shortagegof ships ade- 
quate for the exercise of command. 
The Seattle, independent flagship of 
the Commander-in-Chief, is not in 
the best material condition, particu- 
larly as to her boilers, Since she 
must be continued in this duty until 
@ modern ten thousand-ton cruiser 
can be built to replace her in the 
special functions which she now per- 
forms, she should be converted into 
an oil burner if possible. Otherwise 
a complete reconditioning of her boil- 
ers should be undertaken. The Com- 


mander-in-Chief recommends further 
that all the armored cruisers be kept 
in as good condition as practicable 
and that the best three be placed in 
readiness for use as the first step. 

The Procyon demonstrated that she 
is too slow for flagship of the Com- 
mander’s fleet base force, who atter 
being appointed to command the con- 
voy in roblem IV. was unable to 
keep touch with the fleet at ten knots 
speed. One of the old armored cruis- 
ers will be a suitable flagships for 
the Commander fleet base force. 

The Savannah is not a fit flagship 
for the commander control_ force. 
Having been designated in Problem 
IV. to exercise one of his outstanding 
functions (that of seizing an advanced 
base), he not only found that he was 
hampered by personal command of the 
Atlantic submarine divisions but at 
the last moment before leaving Cris- 
tobal had to shift his flag to the Hen- 
derson because the Savannah had to 
remain at Cristobal to fulfill her duty 
as submarine tender for the divisions of 
submarines which could not sail with 
the fleet. This arrangement is ob- 
jectionable. One of the armored cruis- 
ers would be a suitable flagship for 
the commander control force. 

The Shawmut, flagship of Com- 
mander of Mine Squadron 1, did not 
take part in Problem IV., having been 
withdrawn to escort Atlantic air 
squadrons through the West Indies at 
a time when Commander mine squad- 
ron should have been exercising his 
legitimate functions with the fleet. 
If sufficient suitable aircraft tenders 
cannot be found and maintained the 
requirements of the air force should 
be otherwise met or modified as to 
time so as not to interfere with oper- 
ations of other forces. “ 

The lack of destroyer leaders has 
been keenly*‘felt in all the problems. 
A destroyer squadron commander has 
a very considerable task. The pres- 
ent squadron leaders do not have that 
excess of offensive force, speed and 
reliability which they ought to have 
in order to lead. The squadron com- 
manders do not have the necessary 
facilities for properly exercising com- 
mand administratively or tactically. 
They are crowded and uncomfortable 


to a degree incompatible with plan- 
ning ‘and thought. 

BATTLESHIPS. 
Shortly before the Problem IV. 


opened orders were received from the 
department limiting the boiler pres- 
sure of the Wyoming, Arkansas, 
Florida and Utah to 160 pounds, which 
entails a maximum speed of about 
fourteen knots, with accompanying 
difficulties in the operation of auxil- 
jary machinery. It bas since been de- 
termined that these bollers are:in bad 
shape. 

Thus four of the battleships remain- 
ing to us have become unfit for tak- 
‘ing their positions in the line and un- 
able to support nearly every sort of 
operation. Tne Arkansas's estimated 
radius of action had fallen to about 
5,100 miles. 

It would seem that if a battleship 
is to last twenty years a program of 
reboilering and reconditioning should 
be placed in effect, analogous to the 
replacement of guns. One is useless 
without the other. The Commander- 
in-Chief considers that the sooner 
these ships are converted .into oil 
burners and reboilered the better the 
fleet as a whole will be. 

The battleships of our fleet are of 
different design and cannot fight to- 
gether at long ranges because of the 
lack of high elevation of turret guns 
in some of them, thus making it im- 


possible to take advantage of the 
power of the newer ships. This should 
be corrected as soon as possible, so 
that all ships can engage at approxi- 


mately equal long ranges by increas- 


ing the. elevation of turret guns in 
those ships which are deficient in 
this respect. 

The Commander-in-Chief urges a 


thorgugh program of modernization 
for these battleships. If begun at once 
it will take several years to complete. 
Meanwhile the ships deteriorate and 
obsolesce. This modernization should 
include all the coal-burning battle- 
ships, which should be reboilered and 
fitted for oil burning. 

None of the battleship flagships have 
proper provisions for fl plotting 
réoom on the bridge, nor for battle sta- 
tions for the Admiral and staff. The 
Maryland and California are less ob- 
jectionable in this respect than the 
others. There is too little room for the 
plotting, and no room for the Admiral, 
Chief-of-Staff, or other staff officers 
to work or to take shelter in case of 
bad weather. This should be remedied 
and designs covering alterations should 
be prepared for the individual ship 
concerned. 

Such is the effect of bad material 
conditions on organization and com- 
mand that the Commander-in-Chief 
recommends: 

The appointment of a post captain 
to take command of the submarine 
divisions Atlantic, with pennant in 
the Savannah, thus freeing Command- 
er control force. 

The transfer of the commander con- 
trol force to an armored cruiser. 

In view of the deficient mobility of 
the Wyoming, Arkansas, Florida and 
Utah, it may be necessary to trans- 
fer the flag of the Vice Admiral, 
commander scouting fleet, to the 
New York; or perhaps at a future 
time to personal command of the 
light cruiser divisions, scouting fleet, 
where he can have improved mobil- 
ity to assist in the exercise of his 
functions. In_ this connection con- 
sideration must be given, the ships to 
be employed annually for the mid- 
shipmen’s practice cruise. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief would prefer this 
work to be done by armored cruis- 


ers. 
CRUISERS. 


None of the light cruisers took part 
in Problem IV. They were much 
needed as scouts, as supports for the 


screen, and as linking vessels. Jt is 
hoped that more cruisers wil] be built 


soon, to be of ten thousand tons, 
mounting eight-inch guns. An ex- 
pedition like that undertaken in 
Problem IV. would require many 
more modern cruisers than are now 


availadle in order to make it a pos- 
sible or a useful undertaking. 


DESTROYERS, 


Generally speaking the destroyers 
taking part in the exercises performed 
well, with some indications of the ne- 


cessity of better Bakes. Many of 
them burn too much fuel and use too 
much make up feed. The Comman- 
der-in-Chief will give this attention. 
They are not capable squadron lead- 
ers, and cannot do the work of cruis- 
ers which they have been attempting 
for lack of something better. Their 
signal searchlights are not powerful 
enough and are not arranged conve- 
niently for signalling long distances, 
which is a necessity in the screen. It 
is noted that the night fighting lights 
of some of them are on one switch 
which is improper, and not in accord 
with the standard plan. 

The Commander-in-Chief believes 
that the habitual running of destroy- 
ers at speed below fifteen knots is 
not economical in the long run. It 
fails to dev@lop alertness in the per- 
sonnel and keeps engines, auxillaries 
and boilers in operation an increased 
length of time with very little sav- 


ing in fuel, while adding to the dis- 
comfort of the personnel. 


SUBMARINES. 


Of the combatant ships taking part 
in the problems the submarines are 
the worst. Their design is obsolete 
and faulty. Their ventilation is poor 
and at times almost non-existent. The 


temperatures in the engine room rose 
as high as 135 degrees. They are un- 
reliable. Some of their fuel tanks 
leak. Either spoiling their fresh wa- 
ter, or enhancing the fire menace, or 
leaving an oll slick whereby they can 
be tracked. The radius of the Hol- 
land boats is much less than rated and 
they drag excessively when loaded. 
All the submarines are so deficient 
in speed as to be of small use for 
fleet work except by accident. of posi- 
tion. They must be used with the fleet 
either so far ahead as to be out of 
the way (in which case they are a 
source of worry) or assembled astern, 
from which location they cannot gain 
effective position in case of contact. 
In regard to the submarines the 
Commander-in-Chief realizes with re- 
gret that there is nothing better in 
sight, and consequently the personnel 
will do the best tt can to produce the 
maximum results with those the fleet 
has. The work of the personnel of 
these ships is in many cases admir- 


able. 
MINE LAYERS. 


The mine layers had no chance to 
demonstrate their usefulness, The 
Shawmut was absent escorting the At- 
lantic air squadrons through the West 
Indies, the Aroostook is still quetorss 
with the air squadrons, Pacific. he 
lost touch with the main body in Prob- 
lem IV., but rejoined later. There 
was noted a great shortage of mines 
for such expedition, and a non-exist- 
ence of modern mines. These de- 
ficiencies should be rectified. 


MINE/SWEEPERS. 


Seven mine sweepers arrived at 
Culebra. They were nothing like 
enough for the task imposed in Prob- 
lem IV. Their speed is not to be de- 
pended on when accompanying the 
fleet, especially when the sea is 
choppy, on account of their light ton- 
nage. Their machinery is not entirely 
reliable, but considerin their size 
they did quite well. The oa 
and Kingfisher had to be towed in 
Problem II.; Gannet, Brant and Part- 
ridge had other casualties. It is be- 
lieved that the number of mine sweep- 
ers in commission should be increased. 


AIRCRAFT. 


In problem IV., Langley represented 
a@ modern plane carrier, although she 
had only six planes which she used to 
g001 purpose, considering their num- 
bers and capabilities, and Langley’s 
own characteristics. The Atlantic air 
squadrons had twenty-seven seaplanes 
with the Black forces in problem IV. 
The seaplanes were useful working 
from a base. .An attempt should be 


, made to operate seaplanes from a 


carrier. 

It was denionstrated that a modern 
fleet must have its aircraft, fighters, 
at least, if nothing further can be de- 
veloped. 

No other ships than the twenty sent 
up any planes. The catapults do not 
seem to be working well and aviators 
cannot be expected in peace time op- 
erations to sacrifice themselves so 
readily as the theory of scouting has 
led some to suppose. The actual dis- 
tance land planes should go from suc- 
cor is ten miles at present, else they 
may sink before _— arrives after a 
forced landing in the water. Until 
it has been demonstrated that planes 
will operate at sea from the battle- 
ships where they are now carried, it 
would seem premature to alter or re- 
arrange any other types of combatant 
ship for their accomn odation. 

The air squadrons, Pacific, did not 
take part in the problems II. and IV., 
except potentially, the planes being 
boxed for transportation. VF Squadron 


1 was absent at North Island, VF 


Squadron 2, composed of obsolete 
planes, was present. VO Squadrons 
1 and 2 carried no ordnance equipment 
because equipped with radio. These 
planes are obsolete and much worn in 
service. VT Squadron 1 did not carry 
machine guns nor radio equipment. 
me torpedoes or bombs were avail- 
able. 

Tt is doubtful if these planes could 
have lifted a torpedo off Colon. They 
are not fitted for bombing. These 
planes cannat land or take off in a 
moderate sea, and are hence ineffec- 
tive. Under the upkeep conditions ob- 
taining, probably not over haif the 
planes in the problem could be oper- 
ated at any one time. 

Generally speaking, the Commander- 
in-Chief recommends concentration of 
attention and available funds on a 
very few types of planes useful to the 
fleet, and their equipment. The quan- 
tity and effectiveness of the air force 
actually available to the fleet did not 
appear favorable from a material 
point of view. 


AIRCRAFT CARRIERS 


Langley was uteful In spite of her 
small number of bhlanes and her 
crudeness. Her slow speed made it 


necessary in Problem IV. to place her 
in the convoy instead of in the van 
with scouting fleet, where she cer- 
tainly belonged, upon approach to the 
base which was to be seized. Her use 
was limited because planes cannot get 
on or off either end, and begause she 
had to head into the wind, us losing 
position and enhancing her liability to 
attack. Speed and good manoeuvring 
qualities are essential. Arrestin ear, 
deck lighting and other material re- 


quirements to permit night flying 
should be developed. Aircraft car- 
riers should be fitted with separate 


radio receiving rooms to permit duplex 
oqeraties in order that planes in the 
air may be communicated with effi- 
ciently while radio work with other 
units is going on. 

The construction of the new carriers 
should be expedited. In _ connection 
with their commissioning, it should be 
borne in mind that each will require 
the constant attendance of from three 
to six destroyers, which should be 
provided for this purpose. 


DESTROYER TENDERS 


The fleet arrived at Culebra with- 
out any destroyer tenders. They are 
all deficient in speed. The Melville 
had to be towed in Problem II., and 
can make only about ten knots. The 


Altair broke down in Problem IV. and 
had to return to Cristobal Bridge- 
port lost touch with the convoy be- 
cause she could not make enough 
speed. There is no remedy except the 
reconditioning of these tenders and 
the early completion of more capable 
ships to replace them. 


SUBMARINE TENDERS 


The fleet arrived at Culebra with one 
submarine tender, the Beaver, which 


earries the pennant of cdémmander 
submarine divisions, Pacific. There 
tenders are slow and unreliable in 
mobility, mot adequate in capacity, 


and the early completion of new ones 
is hoped for. The total capacity of all 
tenders is too small for the submarines 
of the paper organization for opera- 
tion with the fleet in time of war. 
Fultén could not take part in Problem 
IV. She is too unreliable- to permit 
taking her away from Coco Solo. Her 
submarines operated from Culebra 
without a tender, to their great incon- 
venience. 


AIRCRAFT TENDERS 


Aroostook accompanied the. fleet; 
lost touch en route to Culebra on ac- 
count of remaining with Procyon and 
rejoined before arrival. Planes from 
Aroostook took part in Problem III, 
basing at Coco Solo. Planes from 
Wright operated from Culebra as a 
base in Problem IV. 


TRANSPORTS 


More study should be given to the 
design and equipment of transports 
for expeditionary forces. The Hender- 
son was considerably overcrowded ih 
Problem IV. and men could not have 
continued on board her very long 
under the conditions. She was 40 per 
cent. over her probable capacity for a 
long trip, having on board about 
1,700 men. Her board equipment for 
Janding men is deficient and she has 
only one crane. Facilities for embark- 
ing men in boats are inadequate. The 
boats of supporting ships should not 
be depended upon. The Beetle takes 
up too much room. Therefore special 
designs should be made for the boats 
and their stowage. There should be 
quarters for beach master and assis- 
tants, -whose task is a very difficult 
and delicate one at best. separate 


design is necessary for artillery trans- 
rts. It is recommended that plans 
e prepared for consideration. 


AUXILIARY TYPES ‘ 


The common deficiency of these is 
in speed. Our train in convoy would 
limit the fleet speed to about 7% 
knots. In Problem II., the battle 
fleet dropped its convoy because the 


main body had to make good 9 knots 
(i. e, make about 11 to allow for 
fueling at sea.) With a train of 
seventy ships this would be a serious 
matter. In Problem IV. part of the 
small convoy starting was lost, spe- 
cifically er Mellville, Jason, 
Procyoh (flagship commander fleet 
base in command of convoy) and 
Aroostook, which remained with Pro- 
cyon. The absence of most of the 
auxiliary ships of the paper organiza- 
tion prevented a further demonstra- 
oe their general inability to keep 
touch, 


The Commander-in-Chief recom- 
mends for the present a_ simple 
annual full power trial for all 


auxiliaries of the fieet to demonstrate 
what they can do, fuel consumption 
and speed. The effect of head seas 
(for wind against current) is peeve. 
ularly noticeable in the reduction of 
speed of vessels with full lines. 

The advisability of having towing 
gear in as many auxiliaries as possible 
demonstrated in Problem IT. ot only 
that, but the gear should be kept 
ready for use at short notice in mak- 
ing a fleet passage. 

Oiling at sea, alongside, was suc- 
cessfully carried out in Problem II. 
It is considered that there should be 
no trouble in oiling light cruisers; and 
peear not much difficulty in fuel- 
ng a battleship, but there was no 
opportunity to test this. 

There is os a necessity of pro- 
viding distilling ships to accompany 
an overseas expedition to supply the 
expeditionary forces, tenders, and 
ships which run short of water during 
the passage because of loss or salting 
of water. Upon the arrival of the 
expeditionary forces, tenders and 
there would have been no water there 
(a defeated enemy would have seen to 
that); and there would have been none 
immediately available except from 
combatant ships. 


RADIO AND VISUAL SIGNAL 


The radio equipment is not up to 
date In that: 

The devices for setting frequencies 
are not good enough. In operations 
when a ship goes from one task force 
to another it should be possible to 


shift frequency accurately by setting 
a dial. It would usually be impossible 
to send test messages to tune in as is 
now necessary. Flagships should be 
equipped first. 

Base force flagships, tenders and re- 
pair ships should be equipped for low- 
power continuous wave intrafleet com- 
munication in order to permit them to 
handle without interference the con- 
tinuous large volume of traffic inci- 
ant to the performance of their mis- 
sion. P : 
Destroyer squadron flag boats require 
long-range tube transmitters, with pro- 
vision for reducing power for short- 
range work. The four contracted for 
with the General Blectric Company 
would be suitable for trial and could 
be installed by forces afloat prior to 
Nov. 1, 1924. 

In designing and supplying appar- 
atus care should be taken that there 
is consistency between the capabili- 
ties of sets furnished the _ several 
ones of ships. The captain of a 
battleship may hive in his task force 
any or all classes of craft; including 
aircraft, submarines and mine sweep- 
ers, The flag officer in Henderson 
had under his command in Problem 
IV. battleships, destroyers, subma- 
rines, mine layers, air craft and mine 
sweepers. wee 

The action taken in the interdepart- 
mental radio conference makes some 
of our radio apparatus more or less 
obsolete because the frequencies for 
which they were designed are not 
now available for use. Limitations in 
use of frequencies by action of the 
interdepartmental board should not 
become effective until the apparatus 
has been altered to conform to the 
new requirements. 

There was general complaint 
throughout all the problems on the 
inadequacy and unsuitable mounting 
of signal searchlights. The problem 
of types of lights and their mountings 
should be given special study in each 
ship and in each type. 

Visual signal equipment for subma- 
rine and aircraft needs improvement. 
Blinker tubes were another cause for 
complaint. Variation in power and tin 
screening effect should be introduced 
if such a design can be produced sim- 
ply without adding to electrical diffi- 
culties,

No items have been mentioned above 
and beyond those which should have 
attention within the department or 
those which in the judgment of the 
Commander-in-Chief should be brought 
to the department's attention. Details 
of these items should be studied, using 
data from other sources, including the 
more detailed reports of certain unit 
commanders submitted herewith. Cer- 
tain items are so important that 
the Commander-in-Chief repeats them 
again in brief form as major topics 
for consideration and action. 

Need for the following building pro- 
gram is demonstrated: 

Complete aircraft carriers. 

Complete destroyer tenders. 

Complete submarine tenders. 

Construct cruisers. 

Construct modern submarines, 

Construct..destroyer squadron lead- 
ers. 

Construct .beavier-than-air aircraft 
for use with the fleet. 

The following additional measures 
should be taken: 

Modernize the .battleships Florida, 
Utah, Arkansas, yoming, New York, 
Texas, Nevada and Oklahoma. This 
includes increase in elevation of tur- 
ret guns, 

Initiate a replacement program for 
boilers, auxiliary machinery and elec- 
trical equipment. 

Initiate measures to make S class of 
submarines useful for fleet work. 

Devote increased funds and effort 
to material upkeep of the fleet. 

Prepare armored cruisers for service, 
‘ Institute an annual full power trial 
for auxiliary types of ships. 

Develop heavier-than-air aircraft for 
-gervice with the fleet. 

Improve the catapults in battleships 
and crulsers. , 

Improve signal searchlights. 

Improve radio apparatus. 

Complete anti-aircraft batterles, in- 
eluding machine guns, eS 

Develop transport landing facilities 
for expeditionary forces.

Thirteen days after being paroled from 
Sing Sing, Thomas Meyers, 25 years old, 
said by the police to have a long crim- 
inal record, was arrested early yester- 
day, charged with holding up a res- 
taurant, stealing $65 from the cash reg- 
ister and shooting the “proprietor. 

Meyers was arrested by two detectives 
who happened to be in front of the res- 
taurant, at 868 Third Avenue, near 
Fifty-second Street. The detectives, in 
civilian clothes, were standing near a 
taxicab when Meyers rushed out of the 
restaurant. 

.The fugitive mistook the detectives for 
chauffeurs. 

“Hey, buddies,’’ yelled Meyers, “‘I just 
gave the ‘wop’ inside the ‘works.’ Start 
your cab up and help me make a get- 
away. 

The detectives let Meyers get into the 
cab. Then they drew their pistols, 
showed their police shields and put the 
surprised hold-up man under arrest. 
Taking him back to the restaurant, they 
found John Gatti, the proprietor, with 
a bullet in the leg, but not seriously 
wounded. When arraigrifed before Magis- 
trate Oberwager, Meyers was held with- 
out bail on charg@s of robbery, felon- 
ious assault and violation of the Sulli- 
van law. 


Hold-Up in Shadow of Cathedral. 


Soon after the hold-up of a drug store 
at Amsterdam Avenue and 11lth Street,

BARING’S TRIAL PUT 
OFF UNTIL MAY 22 


Court Gives Him Ten Days More 
to Prepare Defense to Wife- 
Poisoning. Charge. 





Judge William F. Bleakley of the 
Westchester County Court in White 
Plains yesterday postponed until May 


22 the trial ef Clarence O. Baring, ac- 
cused of attempting to poison his wife 
with arsenic and disease germs. The 
trial had been set for May 12. 

The postponement was granted on mo- 
tion of Charles FE. Long, counsel for 
Baring. The delay was granted after 
Long had submitted an affidavit assert- 
ing he needed time in which to go to 
Norfolk, Va., Baltimore and Chicago to 
take depositions of witnesses. By these 
depositions, said Long, he would be able 
to establish the truth of Baring’s story 
that his purpose was not to kill his wife 
but to make her ill. In his confession, 
Buring had told District Attorney Ar- 
thur Rowland that he planned to make 
his wife so ill that shé would accompany 
him to California, their absence to give 
bim an opportunity ‘‘to get rid of the 
other woman.” 

District Attorney Rowland demanded 
that Long make known the names of the 
witnesses out of town. In the argu- 
ment that followed between the_two 
lawyers, the Court directed that Long 
submit an. affidavit later In the day. 
When Long complied in the afternoon, 
he said to the Court: 

“TI am going to call for the testimony 
of C. B. McKenna, President of a large 
manufacturing concern in Norfolk with 
whom Baring did business. I will prove 
by McKenna and the proprietor of the 
Hotel Lorraine in Norfolk that Baring 
intended to return there in the near 
future on business. This clearly indi- 
cates he did not intend to commit any 
crime, that he did not desire to kill his 
wife and that he did not intend to leave 
the country. If he did plan to travel to 
Europe this Summer,: it was with his 
wife, and he would have returned be- 
fore the Fall.” 


67 JERSEY CONVICTS 
RECEIVE CLEMENCY 


Augustus Eberhard of New York, 
Who Lared Aunt to Death in 


Hackensack, Pardoned.

TRENTON, N. J., May ®—The State 
Court of Pardons, headed by Governor 


Silzer, granted clemency today to sixty- 
seven of the 170 prisoners who applied 


for it. Thirty paroles will not become 
effective until completion of minimum 
terms. Eleven slayers are among the 


prisoners affected. . 
The homicide cases in which clemency 
was granted include that of Augustus 
Eberhard, Bergen County, sentenced 
Sept. 24, 1908, thirty years, for murder. 
Parole effective today. 


HACKENSACK, N. J., May 7.—Augus- 
tus Eberhard was the chief participant 
in one of the most unusual murder cases 
in this section. 

In September, 1908, Eberhard, who lived 
in New York, enticed his aunt and her 
daughter to Hackensack. His wife ac- 
companied them. Arriving by train the 
three then started to walk the rajlroad 
tracks to Rochelle Park. They were 
waylaid. The aunt was shot in the back, 
fell across the rails, and her body was 
cut in two by trains that followed. Two 
shots fired at his cousin inflicted slight 
wounds but the young woman escaped 
by running a half mile to the nearest 
house. : 

Eberhard went to Chicago but re- 
turned a week later. He buried $3,000 
taken from his aunt near‘a tree close 
to the Lackawanna Railroad bridge 
over the Passaic River near Paterson. 
He then shot himself in the leg, limped 
into Paterson and told the police he had 
been captured and kept prisoner by the 
gang that shot his aunt a week before. 
He was shot when escaping, he said.

FUTURE OF DAWES PLAN 
WORRIES THE FRENCH 


They Think Germany Will Adopt 
It, but Fear She Will Later 
Default.

PARIS, May 7.—Outlook for the ex- 
perts’ reparations plan is at present 
somewhat clouded and will probably not 
become bright again for some weeks. 
The rather deceptive speed attending the 
first negotiations over the Dawes pro- 
posals has tended to increase the im- 
portance attached to difficulties of a po- 
litical nature which those who had fol- 
lowed the reparations negotiations at 
first hand during the past four years 
never doubted would arise. 

The most serious issue now visible re- 
sults from last Sunday’s German elec- 
tions. While there was not a landslide 
to the right,. as France feared there 
would be and as had been predicted, 
the gain in. the Nationalists’ strength 
plus the unexpected gain of the Com- 
munists causes a situation which, the 
French say, will bear watching. 

There are two possible outcomes to the

It is the general opinion here that the 
Reichstag will pass the needed laws, 
but the French feel that the gain in 
the Nationalists’ strength plus the power 
of the Communists, who will naturally 
fish in troubled waters, increases the 
possibility of Germany pocepteng the re- 
port, reaping the benefits the first few 
years and then failing to carry it out. 
The experts, especially the Americans, 
considered this danger would be greatly 
lessened once the plan had been put into 
operation and the German securities 
were getting into the hands of the na- 
tionals of many nations, including 
Americans. 

However, the growth of Nationalist 
strength in the Reich increases the 
French demand that beforehand the Al- 
lies, notably England and _ “France, 
should agree on penalties which would 
automatically come into effect in case 
of, German default. This added insis- 
terice of the French naturally increases 
the difficulties in the situation arising 
from Premier MacDonald's continued 
refusal to listen to any such scheme, 
saying German default 1s something to 
be dealt with when it occurs. ‘ 

Furthermore, a report is current in 
Paris today that Mr. MacDonald told 
M. Theunis, the Belgian Premier, in the 
course of last week-end’s conversation 
at Chequers, that he still thought the 
French and Belgians should evacuate 
the Ruhr. It is well known here that 
Mr. MacDonald holds this opinion per- 
senally, but in view of the adamant 
stand of M. Poincaré it had been hoped 
that for the sake of practical progress 
the British Prime Minister would not 
raise the issue. There is no official 
confirmation of this alleged statement 
by Mr. MacDonald, but it is taken for 
granted that the Germans will seek to 
gain advantage from any divergence be- 
tween Paris and London. It was be- 
cause he foresaw allied differences that 
M. Poincaré insisted that befote the 
alfed Governments acted, Germany 
should pass the necessary laws to put 
the Dawes plan into operation. 

The Reichstag meets on May 22, and 
shortly thereafter the situation should 
clarify one way or the other. 

It would greatly surprise observers 
here if next Sunday’s French elections 
brought any notable change in France's 
foreign policy. It is true enough that 
M. Poincaré’s position in domestic pol- 
itics is not strong, but his German pol- 
icy appears to be the policy of the na- 
tion and for the moment foreign poli- 
tics dominates home politics for France. 

Even his opponents admit M. Poin- 
caré will not be ousted at once by the 
election result and will remain in 
power to complete the Ruhr negotia- 
tions. And due to the fluid nature of 
the French Chamber any great progress 
of the reactionaries in Germany would 
certainly increase» M. Poincaré's 
strength in the French Parliament even 
though Sunday’s éiections bring the ex- 
pected slight movement to the Left.

Senator Harris or Georgia voted 
against the provision in the conference 
report.

Voices California Protest.

“What Japan’s policy would be under 
these circumstances is clearly indicated 
by what she is doing or permitting now. 
The Japanese newspapers of San Fran- 
cisco report that during the preceding 
three months, “ebruary, March and 
April, 2,000 Japanese bachelors left San 
Francisco for Japan for the purpose of 
securing Kankodan brides and returning 
with them before July 1, when it was ex- 
pected the exclusion measure would be- 
come operative. 

“The Government of Japan directly 
encourages this element of immigration 
by allowing such searchers for brides 
three months’ er in Japan, while if 
they came for business or pleasure they 
would be limited to thirty days, or cOm- 
pelled to remain and perform their mili- 
tary duties. 

“The gentlemen’s agreement, as ex- 
plained my, President Roosevelt, was 
made for the express purpose, endorsed 
by Japan, of preventing an increase of 
Japanese population in continental 
United States. That purpose has been 
steadily violated by the manner in which 
the agreement has operated.”’ 


JAPAN STILL HOPES 
FOR NEW AGREEMENT 


Exclasion Issue Is Kept Out of 
Elections, bat Will Come Up 
in New Diet Next Month.

TOKIO, May 7.—It makes no dif- 
ference so far as Japanese public opin- 
fon’ is concerned whether’ exclusion 
comes into effect by legislation of Con- 
gress or whether it is forestalled by an 
agreement with Japan carrying out the 
same measure.

pointment and resentment ovep the 
passage by Congress of the exclusion 
clause itself. 

It is likely that the Japanese Govern- 
ment would préfer an arrangement with 
the Unfted States, as this would appear 
to save the face of the Government to 
some extent, but this view is not en- 
tirely shared by the public, of which a 
large section is manifestly opposed to 
what it considers surrender to the 
American Congress. 

ft is not likély that there will be any 
demonatrations of a. hostile character 
for the time being. ‘The most remark- 
able feature of the situation has been 
the admirable control by the Govern- 
ment of public opinion and the restraint 
which Government has exercised.

SOVIET COURT DOOMS 
TEXTILE TRUST HEADS 


Decrees Death to Tshrdynzeff and 
Kalinin, Convicted of Betray- 
ing State Capitalism. 





Tshrdynzeff and Kalinin, directors of 
the State Textile Trust, the largest Gov- 
ernment textile syndicate in Russia, 
were sentenced to death today after a 
trial, lasting a week, on charges of cor- 
‘ruption, exploiting a State organization 
in their own interests, plotting with 
others to combat State capitalism in 
favor. of private enterprise and giving 
information secretly to former owners of 
textile factories who are now abroad. 

Tnirteen otber convict®? Government 
officials, all former directors of large 
independent pre-war textile factories, 
were sentenced to various terms, rang- 
ing from two to ten years, of strict 
isolation and to confiscation of all their 
property. 

Shumofsky, Governor of Smolensk 
during the Czarist régime, who was ac- 
cused of accepting remuneration for in- 
formation sent to former factory owners 
abroad, was sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment, but owing to his age, 60 
years, he was allowed to go free.

Sophie Lyons, Rich and Respect- 
ed, Slain by Detroit Crimi- 
nals, Police Suspect.

DETROIT, May 7.—Did Sophie Lyons, 
for forty years rich and respected, a 
business woman and a firm friend of 
those who had fallen, die at the hands 
of the underworld in which for a long 
time she was the ruling queen? 4 
The question was asked today soon 
after Mrs. Sophie Lyons Burke died in 
Grace Hospital from cerebral hemor- 
rhage. It was learned that hold-up men 
she had befriended and tried to re- 


form, but whose names she always kept 
secret, had threatened to ‘‘get’’ her 
after accusing her of ‘‘squealing’’ to the 
police. Just before Mrs. Burke, to use 
the name by which she was known 
among her neighbors, collapse’ in her 
home Tuesday noon, she was “lone with 
three men who went there oi the pre- 
text of renting property. 

She was heard to cry,‘‘Quit, don’t 
do it,’’ before she lapsed into a coma 
and was taken to the hospital, 

“Once a thief, always a thief, is the 
blackest lie ever hatched,’’ has been the 
slogan of Mrs, Burke, or Sophie Lyons, 
since the day of her reformation. 

Practicallygall her fortune of, about 
$1,000,000 was amassed through real 
estate deals in Detroit. In recent years 
she has spent much of her money and 
time in aiding criminals to reform. She 
was born in New York City, where, at 
the age of 6, she was ge by her 
stepmother to pick pockets. She learned 
every trick of the thieve’s trade before 
she was 10. 

She traveled through England, France, 
Italy, Germany and Russia, and figured 
in crimes which stirred both sideg of the 
globe. She married Ned Lyons and be- 
came implicated with him in bank rob- 
beries, safe-blowing and swindling oper- 
ations involving millions of dollars. She 
was arrested hundreds of times and 
locked up in fifty jails. She was im- 
plicated in the daylight robbery of the 
Manhattan Bank in New York City of 
$3,000,000 forty-three years ago. At 
about the time of her reformation she 
became the wife of Jimmy Burke, for- 
merly a notorious swindler.

FAVORS NEGOTIATION PLAN 





Hoover Tells Convention Tide of 
Government Regulation of In- 


dustry Should Be Stemmed. 





CLEVELAND, May 7 (Associated 
Press).—A resolution declaring that 
“friendly negotiation’’ instead of Con- 
gressional enactment should offer the 
approach to the solution of the Japa- 
nese immigration problem was adopted 
unanimously today by the foreign com- 
merce; section of the twelfth annual 
convention of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 

Subject to the approval of the Board 
of Directors, the declaration will be 
submitted to the final plenary session 
of the convention. Leaders expect its 
ratification by a safe majority. It was 
introduced by Edward ‘A. Filene of Bos- 
ton and by three representatives of 
Pacific Coast States, following an ad- 
dress on “Foreign Trade from _ the 
Standpoint of the Western States’’ by 
Robert N. Lynch, Vice President of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, 
which concluded with a presentation of 
the opposition viewpoint on the exclu- 
sion issue. / 

In the remarks of the speakers who 
followed, there was only reaffirmation 
of Mr. Lynch's arguments. 

The resolution approved follows: 

“Resolved, That we heartily support 
the Secretary of State in his efforts to 
deal with exclusion of those ineligible 
to citizenship by friendly negotiation 


instead of by act of Congress. 

“We regard the method now proposed 
by Congress, abrogating the. so-called 
gentlemen's agreement withe Japan, 
backed by the'treaty of 1911, without 
proper notice and conference, as an un- 
necessary affront to a friendly nation, 
and one which will weaken and em- 
barrass our country in its treaty rela- 
tions and obligations with all other 
powers.” 

The national membership referendum 
of the Chamber on transportation pol- 
icy sustained by large majorities fifteen 
recommendations of a special commit- 
tee appointed to formulate a unified na- 
tional policy, it was announced today. 
Virtually the entire membership of some 


1,300 business organizations affiliated 
with the National Chamber voted on 
the committee report, which recom- 
mends ‘‘full cooperative service of all 


agencies’ a3 a basic factor of economy 
and. efficiency. 

In an address by Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover on ‘‘Some Phases of the 
Government in Business,’’ the Secre- 
tary said that ‘‘the basic principles laid 
down in the Teh Commandments and 
the Sermon on the Mount are as ap- 
plicable today as when they were de- 
clared, but they require a host of sub- 
sidiary clauses.’’ 

Mr. Hoover spoke of the advancing 
tide of State and national regulation of 
business and industry and held that it 
was ‘‘vitally necessary’’ to stem this 
tide to preserve the initiative in men 
which builds:character, intelligence and 
progress.

Dr. C. H. Sharp Lights Toma- 
delli Lamp in Court Without 
the Inventor’s Machine. 


USED ORDINARY CURRENT 


State’s Expert Not Allowed to See 


Apparatus Work—Woman Stock- 
holder Still Has Faith. 


Using a simple high-frequency coil, at- 
taached to an electric light socket, Dr. 
Clayton H. Sharp, an electrical expert, 
caused the copper filament in a Toma- 
delli ‘‘bottled sunshine’ lamp to glow 
yesterday in the office of Referee Joseph 
E, Newburger, who is presiding at hear- 
ings in the State’s injunction suit against 
the Tomadelli Electronic Corporation. 

After the demonstration, Vincent L. 
Liebel, representing the defendant, vig- 


orously denied that it had proved any-|° 


thing. He brought from Dr. Sharp the 
admission that the glow was the mere 
electrical phenomenon which always oc- 
curs when an electric coil is brought into 
contact with a metal. 

Dr. Sharp said that from his observa- | 
tion of the apparatus it had neither com- 
mercial nor practical application. Many | 
of Tomadelli’s statements to him, he | 


a 


said, were contrary to ‘‘known scientific | 
} 

facts.”’ | 
“In your opinion,’’ asked Wilber Ww: | 


Chambers, Deputy Attorney General, 
“would it prove anything if the lamp did | 
glow for a short time?”’ 

“If it glowed while in Mr. Tomadelli’s | 
board, at the receiving end of his ap- 
paratus, it would not prové anything,”’ 
Was the reply. 

Dr. Sharp described many of the thou- 
Bands of parts of Tomadelli’s complex in- 
vention, and how it was supposed to col- 
lect vibrations or electrons from the at- 
mosphere, pass them down five cables, 
raise them to high voltage, and, through 
proper manipulations, send a flash down 
a tunnel of tar paper to the receiving 
end of the apparatus. 

However, the witness had no oppor- 
tunity to see the actual production of 
“cold light’’ in the Tomadelli labora- 
tory. If he cared to see a demonstra- 
tion he would have to return at night he 
Was told, because trains passing near | 
the building caused such vibrations as to 
make things dangerous in the plant. 

“Tomadelli didn't explain why vibra- 
tions from the trains were not equall) 
oebnoxious in the evening,’ Dr. Sharp 
gaid. He returned at night, however 
Tomadelli removed his shoes, substituted | 
canvas tennis shoes, and then put on a} 
rubber rain-coat, the witness said. The | 
inventor insisted, the witness added, that 
he stand in back of the lamp board, 
which was more than. six feet high, | 
whence he could see absolutely nothing. | 
He suggested places of vantage, but To- | 
madelli had ready reasons for refusing 
his requests, Dr. Sharp declared.

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METHODISTS VOTE 
FOR CHURCH UNION 


General Conference Agrees, by 
842 to 13, to Merger of 
North and South Bodies. 


WILL HEAL 80 YEARS’ SPLIT 


Southern Branch Will Call a Spe- 
clal Conference at Once to 
Ratify Unification. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 7.—The 
Quadrennial General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church voted to- 
day in favor of unification with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South. The 
vote was 802 in the affirmative and 
only 13 In the aegative. The victory 
was marked with wild cheering and 
shouting. 

Efforts for the union of the Northern 
and Southern churches have been under 
way for many years. The united Church 
will have 8,270,704 members. 


The Methodist Church split eighty 
years ago over the slavery question, the 
main strife centring about a Bishop 
who retained possession of slaves that 
were left to his wife.

A movement to make the votg on union 
wnanimous was blocked by George E. 
Hume, a banker of Vannuys, Cal., an 
assistant secretary of the conference. 
The others who voted ‘‘no’’ were the 
Rev. Dr. Samuel Alonzo Bright, Super- 
intendent of the Alberquerque District, 
New Mexico; the Rev. Samuel M. Stray- 
horne, a negro, of Nashville, Tenn., and 
the delegation of five minister and five 
laymen from the Oklahoma conference. 
Some of tne Oklahoma delegates an- 
nounced that they favored the union, but 
as their conference had voted against 
it they felt that they could not sup- 
port it.

Word Sent to Southern Bishops. 
The Secretary was instructed to tele- 
grapn the conference action to the Sec- 
retary of the General Conference of the 
Church South, Bishop McDowell had 
announced that the Southern J3ishops

were in session at Nashville, 
awaiting the action of the Chart | 
North, and that as soon as they knew 


the union had been agreed to here they 
would call a special meeting of the 
General Conference of their Church to 
take similar action. 

If the Church South adopts the union, 
as is expected, the question will be sent | 
for ratification to all the 165 annual 
local conferences in the Church North 
and the forty-two conferences in the 
Church South. If two-thirds of each 
branch vote for the unification it will 
go into effect immediately thereafter. It 
is virtually assured that more than the 
necessary two-thirds will do so. 

The report for unification presented 
by Bishop McDowell was a joint report 
agreed upon by the two commissions 
from the two churches, the final meet- 
ing of which was held in St, Louis. At 
this meeting all the representatives of 
the Church North and all except three 
of those of the Church South voted 
**Ves.°° 

“The plan is to unite first by living 
together and then by working together,” 
eaid Bishop McDowell, ‘‘and then it will 
not take long to find we are together. 
It is the forward look and not the back- 
ward look we are asking you to take. 

‘“‘We are willing to take the Methodist 
Church South as it is, and that church 
is willing to take us as we are. 

“It will justify pretty nearly any sac- 
rifice we are called on to make if this 
plan of unification can be adopted.”’ 

Not one speech was made against uni- 
fication. There were at one time tour 
teen delegates on their feet trying to 
speak in its support.

Plan of Unification. 


The plan of unification is in part as 
follows: 

“The Methodist Episcopal Church and 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South 
shall be united in one church, with two 
jurisdictions, under a constitution, with 
a general conference and two jurisdic- 
tional conferences. 

“Jurisdiction No. ] shall comprise all 
the churches, annual conferences, mis- 
sion conference and missions now con- 
stituting the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and any other such conferences 
and missions as may hereafter be or- 
ganized by its jurisdictional conference, 
with the approval of the general con- 
ference. 

‘Jurisdiction No. 2 shall comprise all 
the churches, annual conferences, mis- 
sion conferences and missions now con- 
stituting the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, and any other such con- 
ferences and missions as may hereafter 
be organized by its jurisdictional con- 
ference with the approval of the general 
conference. 

“The general conference and the juris- 
dictional conferences. shall be composed 
of the same delegates. Said delegates 
shall be elected by and from the annual 
conferences, provided said general and 
jurisdictional conferences shall have not 
more than one ministerial delegate for 
every 120 members of each annual ¢on- 
ference and an equal number of lay 
delegates chosen according to the regu- 
lations of each of the two jurisdictions; 
but for a fraction of two-thirds or more 
of the number fixed by the general con- 
ference as the ratio of representation 
an annual conference shall be entitled 
to an additional ministerial and an 
additional lay delegate; and provided, 
further, that each annual conference 
shall be entitled to at least one minis- 
terial and one lay delegate. 

“The general conference shall not re- 
voke, alter or change our articles of re- 
ligion or establish any new standards 
or rules of doctrine contrary to our 
present existing and established stand- 
ards of doctrine. 


Episcopacy to Remain. 


“The general conference shall not 
change or alter any part or rule of our 


government so as to do away with the 
episcopacy or destroy the plan of our 
itinerant general superintendency. 

“The general conference shall not re- 
voke or change the general rules of the 
unite d societies. 

“The general conference shall not do | 
away with the privileges of our minis- 


ters or preachers of trial by a com-| 


mittee and of appeal; neither shall they 
do away with the privileges of our 
members of trial before the Church or 
by a committee and of an appeal. 

“The Bishops of the two churches as 
at present constituted shall be Bishops 
of the united church without further 
actior lL. 

“Each jurisdiction shall have a juris- 
dictional conference poaseoeing the full 
powers of the general conference of the 
ehurchés now constituting said jurisdic- 
tion, except such powers as are herein 
vested in the general conference, or 
which may hereafter from time to time 
be legally delegated to the general con- 
ference by the jurisdictional confer- 
ences.”’ 

Bishop Herbert Welch of Seoul, Corea, 
read a message sent to the conference 
from Viscount Kiyoura, Premier of 
Japan, commending ‘‘the splendid work 
@Which the American churches are per- 
forming in the promotion of friendship 
among the nations.”’

URGES HERESY TRIAL 


Bishop Matthews, Defending 
Virgin Birth, Would Accuse All 
Who Doubt Doctrine. 


SEES DANGER TO CHURCH 


Would Settle Questions of Faith by 
‘Arraigning High Clergymen 
First.

RAHWAY, N. J., May 7.—Bishop-Paul 
Matthews of Trenton, at the 153d con-} 
vention of the Episcopal Diocese of New | 
Jersey here today, urged that the con-, 
vention give unqualified support to the 
doctrine of the virgin birth and that it 
‘“‘stand by the Christian faith’’ at the 
forthcoming Episcopalian General Con- 
vention, He favored heresy trials for 


| those who dissented and said the first 


trials should be of the higher clergy. 

‘“‘Let us settle this question fairly and 
squarely, without rancor or recrimina- 
tion but without fear or favor,’’ said 
Bishop Matthews. ‘‘Do not let us im- 
agine that it is a situation that will 
cure itself or a fire that will burn itself 
out for lack of fuel. It will consume 
us if we do not quench it.”’ 

Bishop Matthews said he believed that | 
the present ‘‘unrest’’ in the church was 
due to two things; the ‘‘outstanding 
prominence” of some of its leaders, who 
were attacking the creed and the radical 
character of the attacks. 

‘What I should like to see done in 
the interest of personal faith,’’ said he, 
‘tis to go back to the simple and prima- 
tive New Testament conditions of Chris- 
iian discipleship and church member- 
ship by requiring at baptism only a 
confession of personal faith in Jesus 
Himself as a personal savior, instead 
of faith in the articles of the creed. 

‘“‘T am profoundly convinced that the 
denial of the Virgin birth will, in vir- 
tually all cases, lead inevitably .to the 
denial of our Lord’s bodily resurrection 
and also a negation of His absolute di- 
vinity and of the reality of His incar- 
nation. These men are unconscious 
Unitarians and their teaching is plainly 
contrary to the doctrine held by this 
They are liable to presentation 
for trial and, if they evade the issue.

Charles M. Vanderoef, cashier in the 
First National Bank at Bellmore, L. I., 
surrendered to Federal Commissioner 
J. H. MeCabe in Brooklyn yesterday, 
and pleaded not guilty to a charge that 
he had misappropriated $4,900 of the 
bank's funds. He disappeared from 
Bellmore after bank examiners had ar- | 
rived at the bank on Tuesday. 

Immediately on learning of Van-! 
deroef’s surrender, Assistant District 
Attorney Elvin N. Edwards of Nassau 
County, began an investigation to de- | 
termine whether this development had | 
any bearing on the raid on the "rhe |

by six armed men on April 4. The 
raiders shot to death Ernest L. Whitman 
of Patchogue, a bond salesman, who 
Was entering the bank when the robbers | 
were leaving. They stole $7,936 of the | 
bank’s funds. Three men are under 
indictment on charges of murder in the 
case, and four others have been ar- 
rested as suspects, 

Vanderoef had registered at the Hotel | 
McAlpin, Tuesday afternoon, Yesterday 


he telephoned the Burns detective 
agency, employed by the American 
Bankers Association, saying he Knew 


he was charged with stealing funds of 
the bank and wished to give himself 
up. A representative of the agency 
met him at the hotel and they went 
before the Federal Commissioner in | 
Brooklyn. | 

Federal Attorney Ralph C. Green 
asked that bail be piaced at $35,000, 
but a representative of George M. Levy, 
attorney for the cashier, induced Com- 
missioner McCabe to set bail at $25,000 
for a hearing at 2 o’clock tomorrow 
efternoon. Vanderoef was unable to 
furnish bail and was locked up. 

Dejected and uncommunicative, Van 
deroef evaded most of the questions put 
to him by reporters. He said that he | 
went with the bank in 1917 when it was 
organized, having previously been em- 
ployed in a bank at Newburgh, his home 
city. ‘‘I’'ve been a good sport, but I 
never gambled or played the market,’’ 
he said. 

He said he was aware that bank ex- 
aminers would be at Bellmore Tuesday 
and feared a charge might be placed 
against him after their audit of the 
books. Therefre, he said, he left Bell- 
more at noon, after the arrival of the 
examiners, and went to the Hotel Mc- 
Alpin. 

John J. Bedell, President of the bank | 
and a real esfate man in Bellmore, was | 
the complainant. He said that Van- | 
deroef was bonded and that the bank | 
would not lose a cent. He said that the | 
cashier had been a trusted employe and 
that full confidence had been reposed in 
him by the trustees. James B. Funston, | 
in charge of the examiners, said the | 
work of checking up the books would | 
take ‘‘anywhere from two days to two 
weeks.”’ 

Vanderoef’s home is in Washington | 
Avenue, Bellmore. He has beén married 
eighteen years and has a son, Kenneth, | 
15 years old. His wife is an invalid. |

deroef was home at lunch. Later in the; 
day Vanderoef was spokesman for the} 
bank in answering questions of detec- | 
tives and reporters.

PHILADELPHIA, May 7. — Cari 
Fischer, intercollegiate tennis champion, 
tonight resigned from the American 
Olympic and Davis Cup squads as a re- 
sult of the recent player-writer rule of 
the United States Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation. His action follows closely that 
of William T. Tilden 2d, national cham- 
pion, who resigned from the two squads 
for the same reason. 

Fischer tendered his resignation in the 
following letter addressed to Julian 5. 
Myricx of New York, Chairman of the 
Davis Cup Committee: 


I herewith tender my resignation 
from the Olympic and Davis Cup 
squads. After having given most care- 
ful consideration to the report of the 
Chairman of the Amateur Rule Com- 
mittee and the recent actions of the 
officials and Davis Cup Committee of 
thie United States Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation, I am so out of sympathy with 
the player-writer interpretation of the 
governing body that I see no _ other 
course of action open to me. I can- 
not agree with the conclusions reached 
in Mr. Ward’s report nor the premise 
on which he bases them. 

I am convinced that I am not violat- 
ing the recognized standards of ama- 
teurs. However, if my status on the 
first of January, 1925, continues the 
same as it now is the report of the 
Amateur Rule Committee stated that 
I will be violating Article 2, Section 
56 of the Amateur Rule. Therefore, in 
the eyes of the Amateur Rule Com- 
mittee I must be violating that clause 
now. For this reason I feel that my 
resignation at this time is not only im 
order, but imperative In the interest 
of international amateur sports.

TUFTS SCORES FIVE GOALS 





Handles Stranahan’s Accurate 
Passes in Masterly Fashion— 


Southerners Lack Power. 





The Harvard horsemen sprang a sur- 
prise in the intercollegiate polo cham- 
pionship tournament at Fort Hamilton 
yesterday by scoring a clean-cut tri- 
umph over the Flying Cadets from the 
Virginia Military Institute. Not that 
Harvard wasn’t expected to win, for the 
Crimson four has been down in Pine- 
hurst getting in some valuable pre-sea- 
son practice that has built up a strong 
combination, while the strength of the 
V. M. I. team was more or less un- 
known. But yesterday Harvard showed 
some really fine polo and the over- 
whelming score of 11 to 0 was a surprise 
to most followers of the game and per- 
haps astounding to the group of South- 
erners who came all the way from Lex- 


ington to cheer their representatives. 

J. W. Tufts, Harvard’s No. 1, ac- 
counted for the bulk of the Crimson’s 
points with two in the second period, 
two more in the fifth and another in 
the sixth, but at least half of the credit 
for Tufts’s scoring must go to Frank 
Stranahan, who occupied the No. 2 posi- 
tion. He played in a style that pro- 
claimed him one of the finest players in 
the ranks of college polo. tranahan 
handled his mount well, hit hard and ac- 
curately and above all he played his 
position as it should be played. It was 
his work in feeding the ball forward that 
gave Tufts his many opportunities to 
count. R. A, Pinkerton, Harvard’s No. 
3, also did some brilliant work with his 
mallet, driving the ball through the 
Southerners’ post three times, while 
George E. Kent accounted for two goals 
and Stranahan made the other. 

For four periods the Southerners put 
up a strong defensive in the face of 
heavy odds, holding the Crimson to one 
and two goals each period, but in the 
fifth the defense collapsed and four 
times the ball was rushed through the 
Cadets’ goal posts, Pinkerton scoring 
twice within the first minute of the 
chukker and Tufts adding two more 
during the last minutes of the frame. 
Up to that time desperate riding on the 
part of the Virginians had ept the 
Crimson from rolling up any great score, 
but with the rally the Cadets faltered 
and fell back before the steady and well 
executed advance. 


Virginians Out of Position. 


The Virginians sadly lacked power 
when it came to the last few strokes of 
their attempt to score. On several occa- 
sions the V. M. I. forwards worked the 
ball loose with a clear field ahead, but 
as a Cadet rider carried the ball down 
the field his teammates fell to the rear 


and followed the play, instead of going 
forward to receive a pass, 

Harvard showed a much stronger team 
than was anticipated, and the Crimson 
may yet cause a complete reversal in the 
advance information and force its way 
to the final round. Harvard will meet 
the winner of t@lay’s game between 
Princeton, the runner-up last year, and 
Norwich in the semi-finals next week. 

It did not take long for the Harvard 
team to demonstrate its superiority. Al- 
though Pinkerton was the only player 
able to score on the first period, the ball 
was constantly in V. !M, I.’s territory, 
and Stranahan early showed that by his 
strong and accurate hitting the ball 
would be put into position for his team- 
mates to drive through many times be- 
fore the gong sounded for the end of the 
game. Pinkerton’s first goal was scored 
on a short back-hand drive after Strana- 
han had’ sent the ball into position. Ip 
the second period Stranahan and Kent 
added two “more to Harvard's score, and 
in the third Tufts, playing his position 
with confidence and knowing that his 
No. 2 would get the ball up to him, 
counted twice in the first few minutes. 


Kent Scores on Long Drive. 


V. M. I. threatened at the start of the 
second half, but each time that the ball 
was carried down the field, either the 
rider would miss at a critical time or ‘he 


would be turned back as some crimson- 
clad horseman caught up and sent the 
ball back down the field again. It was 
not until the chukker was nearly over 
that Kent, on a long drive from the side 
of the field, was able to add another to 
Harvard's total. 


In the fifth period the Southerners 
were completely outclassed, and in the 
last it was merely a matter of how 


many more Harvard would be able to 
get. 

The Harvard ponies arrived on the 
scene only an hour and a half before 
they were ridden on the field for the 
contest, but the long trip in ‘a boxcar 
did not seem to have wearied them, for 
more times than they were outdistanced 
they overtook the V. M. I. mounts in 
races for the ball. V, M. I. used four of 
their own ponies and were forced to bor- 
row eight more from the Pennsylvania 
Military College string. Perhaps the un- 
familiarity with their mounts had some- 
thing to do with their downfall.

Swimming and Hockey Will Be the 
Chief Features of Sport Centre, 
With Boxing Incidental. 





The sum of $900,000 will be involved 
fm the purchase of the Arena, formerly 
known as the Ice Palace, in Philadel- 
phia, by. Tex Rickard, according to the 
statement made by the promoter in dis- 
cussing his plans for the acquisition of 
the Quaker City property. This sum, 
Rickard said, will represent the actual 
purchase price and expenses which will 
be involved in extensive improvements 
he contemplates making to the property 
efter he has obtained possession. 

Rickard said that the property is being 
purchased by him for the New Madison 
Square Garden Corporation, with the in- 
tention of establishing a swimming pool 
and a hockey centre principally. What- 
ever boxing bouts he arranges for his 
‘Philadelphia property, Rickard asserted, 
will be incidentai. 

The promvter expects-to make another 
trip to Philadelphia either today or early 
mext week to complete negotiations for 
the purchase. HKickard expressed him- 
self as satisfied with the negotiations 
between Himself and the Philadelphia 


interests owning the Arena, and added 
that after several minor details have 
been adjusted he expects the deal to 
reach a successful conclusion. Work on 
alterations will begin without delay after 
he has become owner, Rickard said. 


Arena on Large Block. 

Rickard said that the plot on which 
the Arena 1s located is larger than the 
block occupied by Madison Square Gar- 
den. The Arena building proper does 
mot occupy the entire plot, Rickard said, 
and his inspection of the site has con- 
vinced the promoter that he can build 
an outdoor swimming pool or the un- 
occupied property and thus provide Phil- 


adelphians with an outdoor pool within 
easy access cf the heart of tne city. 
This proposed outdoor pool, Rickard 
said, would cover a plot 214 by 235 feet. 
The promoter expects to have the pool 
available for use this Summer. 

“IT am convinced that a swimming 
pool which I intend to introduce as an 
outdoor bathing place near the heart of 
the city will prove an immediate suc- 
cess from the standpoint of investment 
@nd a convenience for the Philadelphia 
public,’’ said Rickard. ‘I was struck 
myself with, the difference in the weather 
conditions here and in Philadelphia 
when I visited the city yesterday. Over 
there I was really hot, but when I re- 
turned here I encountered weather 
which chilled me. Fram investigation 
I have learned that th® nearest beach 
to the heart of Philadelphia is miles 
away. This condition is one which, I 
= will make for the success of my 
pool. 


May Conduct Boxing Bouts. 


“The building on the property I will 
Use principally as a hockey centre, al- 
though 1 may conduct some boxing 
bouts there also. But what boxing 
matches I arrange will be of minor 
significance. My idea {s to popularize 
my pool and hockey. I expect to be 
able to announce in a few days that I 


have _ hased the property. I may go 
to Philadelphia again tomorrow or 
early next week to complete the pur- 


chase. -Everything is practically set- 
tled except a few minor details,’’ 
Rickard announced that his plans for 
improving the building now on the prop- 
erty provide for a rearrangement and 
an increase of the seating accommoda- 


tions. As the building stands now it 
will seat 7,200 peopie comfortably, 
Rickard said. The promoter added that 
his plans provide for increasing this 


capacity to 11,000 under a seating ar- 
rangement similar to that in Madison 
Square Garden.

holder of the world’s indoor record, it 
was learned yesterday, and steps have

The American Olympic Committee, 
however, Mr. Rubien said, has satisfied 
itself hy thorough investigation that Os- 
borne’s style, sometimes referred to as 
the ‘‘Westren roll’’ and practiced by 
other noted jumpers, is perfectly legal. 
This viewpoint also is shared by at least 
one other member of the council, Pres- 
ident J. S. Edstrom of Sweden. In a 
letter to council members informing 
them that Frantz Reichel, Frenci mem- 
ber, has questioned Osborne's style, 
| President Edstrom asserted he person- 
ally believed it should be recognized as 


legal. 

Trius the American contention is as- 
sured of two out of the five votes, it 
was pointed out. The views of other 
members of the council, who represent 
Great Britain and Hungary, have not 
been ascertained. 

The basis of France's action, President 
Edstrom’s message disclosed, was an ar- 
ticle published by a New York news- 
paper describing Osborne's umping 
methods and intimating that he took 
more of a dive or roll than a jump, 
twisting his body in a manner calcu- 
lated to keep the bar tn place. This, 
according to Mr. Rubien, is inaccurate, 
and he expressed the view that he con- 
sidered it unfair to Osborne and Amer- 
ica’s athletes to use such information 
as a basis for judgment in a case hav- 
ing so important a bearing on this coun- 
try’s Olympic prospects.

Twenty-five members of the Actors’ 
Fidelity League, organized during the 
strike of five years ago by those who 
dissented from the policy of the Actors’ 
Equity Association, issued a statement 
yesterday protesting against Equity’s 
continued affiliation with Federated La- 
bor and especially against the proposed 
eighty-twenty settlement of the Equity 
shop problem. 

The statement was not issued in the 
name of the Fidelity League, but all of 
the twenty-five signers, most of them 
stars, are prominent Fidelity members. 
The statement, morever, was issued 
from the offices of Henry Miller, Fi- 
delity’s President. 

Speaking of organized labor, 
delity actors declare that they ‘‘object 
to affiliation with men guilty of the 
butcheries of Los Angeles and Herrin.” 
The statement is headed, ‘‘An Appeal to 
the American Public.’’ It follows: 

The undersigned, representing the 
Mon-labor union element of the 
theatre, now facing a conspiracy to 
restrict our personal liberties and 
Professional activities, wish, in this 
extremity, to state our case to the 
American people. 

To do so, it is valuable to outline 
the cause of the present condition 
which has been clouded by ‘partisan 
feeling. 

In a spirit of fairness it is encum- 
bent to testify that in our experience, 
the majority of theatrical managers 
past and present have been men of 
intelligence and integrity, and that 
not until comparatively recent years 
Gid we hear of abuses of contract and 
violations of decency sufficient to 
unite a group of men and women de-

termined to cure vices and who or- 
ganized under the inspiring name of 
the Actors’ Equity Association. 
Several of us, members of that 
@roup, are proud to recall,the ser- 
vices it rendered the dramatic profes- 
sion under the guiding spirit of 
“Equity.”’ 
Aided by the Managers. 
It must be remembered, however, 
that the Actors’ Equity Association 


could not have so progressed without 
the cooperation and confidence of 
managers of the better element who 
accepted the agreement known as the 
Equity Contract. These achievements 
appealed to the large element of the 
profession which had theretofore been 
supine or indifferent and the member- 
ship of Equity became significant. 
Breaches of the Equity Contract, 
however, did occur, and though not 
by the better managers, they were yet 
suffiicent to arouse the indignation of 


the Actors’ Equity ssociation, and 
fm an hour of irritation and im- 
Patience they joined Federated Labor. 
The undersigned then felt they 
could not be affiliated with a force 
so unreliable and the present crisis 
proves the truth of our intuition. We 
now further object to affiliation with 
men guilty of the butcheries of Los 
Angeles and of Herrin; Tquity is at- 
tempting an equal butchery of the 
spirit of the belief in American in- 
stitutions in denying the right of the 
independent actor to work, unless he 
subscribes to their union labor rules. 
It is true that Equity has offered 
to make an exception of us and our 
small group of associates and will 
give permission to us to play in com- 
anies wherever we can arrange to 
e in a minority of one to four, but 
we resent such denomination. We do 
not believe that a profession so de- 
pendent upon self-respect as that of 
the actor can be practised in any nu- 


merical servitude. We deny that there 
can be a decimal melioration of a 
tyranny. We deny that the fixed 


disciplinary admission of 20 per cent. 
of independents constitutes an open 
shop. We protest against living by 
sufferance in a house which we have 
helped to build and in which our title 
ds paramount. 


Based on Collection of Dues. 


Equity’s sole excuse for this attempt 
fs that it ts necessary to the collec- 
tion of its dues. 

Responding to this complaint of in- 
ability to collect dues from a large 
percentage of its membership, the 
managers have offered to engage no 
Equity member whose dues were un- 
paid and to agree that any indepen- 
dent actor engageé@ should subscribe 
to some actor charity an amount 
equal to Equity dues. These offers 
were refused and followed by that 
Pompous dictum that Equity would 
Mo more arbitrate Equity Shop than 
the United States would arbitrate the 
Monroe Doctrine. 

The Actors’ Equity Association 
wishes to wield a -bludgeon of labor 
union control in the theatre, subject 
only to the Gompers autocracy.

QUOTE COURT DECISIONS 





Newton Bill Declared Unconstitu- 
tional at Final Hearing on 
Copyright Law Change.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Denouncing 
moving pictures awd radio broadcast- 
ing stations as ‘‘parasitic industries,’’ 
Nathan Burkan of New York, couns:?! 
for the American Socgty of Authors 
and Composers, today closes the hear- 
ings before the House Patents Com- 
mittte on the Newton bill, which 
amends the copyright law and exempts 
motion picture theatres and radio sta- 
tions from the payment of any com- 
pensation for the reproduction of popu- 
lar songs or musical scores other than 
the fee charged for printed sheet music. 

Mr, Burkan attacked the -bill on con- 
stitutional grounds, maintaining that it 
would destroy property rights existing 
under the present law. Quoting 
numerous court decisions, he contended 


that song writers and composers were 
entitled tS compensation for the use 
of their productions by radio or other- 
wise and that the proposed change in 
the law would impose great hardships 
on a large body of artists.

“This bill seeks to perpetuate para- 
sitic practices in radio communication, 
as well as in the moving picture world. 
Broadcasting is operated purely for 
profit. Definite charges are made for 
broadcasting service. The radio sta- 
tions are competing with the legitimate 
theatre, and if they are permitted to 
continue unbridled will redwce the thea- 
tre to a state of beggary. They are 
seeking to reap where they do not sow. 
To exempt radio stations and moving 
picture houses from the paymentys of 
legitimate charges for the reproductio 
of popular songs and music composi!- 
tions would destroy initiative in the 
field of music and make us dependent, 
as formerly, on foreign authors .and 
composers. 
“This bill is unconstitutional,’ because 
from the authors ex- 
rights in their writings. Con- 
gress, having given these rights and 
defined them, it cannot now take them 
away. The copyright is,a contract be- 
tween the Government and the author 
and should be respected by all parties 
in interest.’’

if the Republican Party in Congress 
is not to he shown to be a mere 
simulacrum, a thing having a name 
to live but really being dead, there 
must be a revival of party spirit, an 
enforcement of party obligation, and 
a rallying of the rank and file to the 
support of the man whom they have 
chosen to be commander. Mr. Coo.- 
IDGE is not issuing orders. He is mak- 
ing no threats. He appears to have 
adopted for himself the motto which 
the Prime Minister of England recent- 
ly said that he had made his .own:

That has seemingly been the Presi- 
dent’s plan.

| KU KLUXING AND OUT-SMARTING. 
| There is a gracious myth about the 
Hoosier love of literature. What all 
really love all the time is 
politics. That is their passion, their 
theatre and chief amusement. They 
lean’t get too much of it, though they

| people of any other State. To them, 
their Tuesday primaries were a great 
show. There was no excitement, over 
|candidates for the Presidential nomi- 
nation. Mr. THOMAS. TAGGART didn’t 
want the Democrats to vote their pref- 
erence. HIRAM JOHNSON’S long trail 
of disaster made sure his defeat by the 
usual 6 +o 1 or 7 to 1, or whatever the 
average is. All eyes were fixed on the 
nomination for Governor. There were 
six Republican, eight Democratic, can-

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didates. This multiplicity is conve- 
nient for experts. If no candidate gets 
a majority, a State Convention picks 
out the nominee. Apparently, Doctor 
McCuLLocH, the opponent of the now 
exiled McCray, has failed to get a 
majority.

‘*Can the Ku Klux Klan ‘ put over’ 
‘Ep’ Jackson,” now Secretary of 
State? 

It has, or the primary has. Even 
the versatile Lew’ SHANK, Mayor of 
Indianapolis, who looked for a heavy 
vote in the industrial districts and 
expected independent Democratic sup- 
port, was powerless before the Jackson 
campaign, conducted, as the Secretary 
of the Shank-for-Governor Club said 
the other day, ‘mostly by long- 
‘* distance night-riders, reminiscent of 
“some of the scenes described by 
‘“River in such pieces as the ‘ Nine 
‘* Little Goblins’ and ‘ Lugubrious 
‘‘Whing Whang'’.’’ Here’s a State 
of Whings. Fortunately, Mr. Max 
BENTLEY gives us a much-needed light 
in MeClure’s Magazine on ‘“‘ The Ku 
Klux Klan in Indlana.’”’’ That noble 
Vehmeericht has been modified by 
the Indiana temperament and environ- 
ment. No yiolence in Indiana, if you 
please. The first Indiana Klan, organ- 
ized at Evansville in 1921, w rtho- 
dox. Mr. D. C. STEPHENSON, coal 
dealer, is said to have enlisted 400,000 
Klansmen before he quarreled with the 
Imperial Wizard at Atlanta. He is a 
born machinist. He is rhetorically 
described as “the man who took 
‘‘ gold out of the Ku Klux Klan and 
‘* put Gop in ’’—presumably an anti- 
Semitic and anti-Catholic Gop. 
.STEPHENSON is said to have or- 
ganized his Klan ‘‘ along combined 
political and military lines.’’ Over 
his Grand Dragons and Exalted 
Cyclopses, his Colonels and his Gen- 
erals, exalted “sits the greater than 
great STEPHENSON, technically known 
as ‘‘ G-1,’"" Commander-in-Chief. Mr. 
BENTLEY doesn’t mention it, but every 
normal Hoosier is a fervent and in+ 
defatigable ‘‘ joiner.’ This must have 
been an immense help to G-1. Then, 
in 1922, the Klan jumped into politics, 
the inevitable delight and desire, the 
main source of love and hate, in 
Indiana. Mr. Bent.ey tells us that 
the ‘‘ well known Atlanta ‘ prin- 
‘‘ ciples’ of hate and extra-legal 
‘‘ government of the invisible stripe 
‘“ somehow left the Hoosier cold.’’ 
What was it but ‘‘ hate’’ that beat 
a Republican and a Democratic Cath- 
olic candidate for State office? 

‘*No one questions that the Klan 
“voted almost solidly for RaLstTon, 
“and that this bloc vote was a pro- 
**nounced factor. in his’ victory.’’ 
Still, many forces of evil are arrayed 
against our ineffectual seraph, Mr. 
BeEvVERIDGE; and the Klan ‘“‘ claims 
everything.”’ “Ep” »Jackson has 
been a Judge and a Soldier. He has 
sold newspapers, worked in a stave 
factory and a brickyard. He “has a 
political strength of his own.’’ One 
day we hear about the ** 500,000, ’* 
Indiana Ku Kluxers. The next day 
we are told that the Indiana Klan is 
breaking to pieces.

INVESTMENTS IN RUSSIA. 

London rumors speak of high stakes 
at the green table where RAaMsayY 
MACDONALD and RAKOVSKY are playing 
the game of claim and counterclaim. 
MacDonavp’s demands upon Russia in 
behalf of British bondholders and con- 
fiscated British private property are 
estimated at $5,000,000,000. Raxkov- 
sky comes back with something like 
$20,000,000,000 for damage wrought 
by British support of KOLTCHAK, 
DENIKIN and YUDENITCH three years 
ago. On both sides the claims are 
probably subject to a liberal discount; 
in the case of the Soviet claim this 
may come very near to 100 per cent. 

The debt issue is not the most vital 
Great Britain can look forward 
to nothing more than a promise to pay 
at some indefinite time.. The real 
question is one of néw credits for Rus- 
sia; and as has recenfly been pointed 
out in a memorandum by the Institute 
of Economics at Washington, even the 
payment of interest on new borrow- 
ings is a sufficiently serious undertak- 
ing for the Soviet Government. If 
Moscow is to be asked to pay interest 
on the old Russian loans. and on con- 
fiscated properties, there will be a 
good deal less than nothing left for the 
service of new credits. 

Financial security in the case of 
Soviet Russia is not at all the same 
thing as in the case of.other Govern- 
ments. In every éther country foreign 
obligations are safe if the budget con- 
dition is sound. But in the Soviet 


nes tee 
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Republic domestic policy is involved. 
The British bankers in their memo- 
randum to Ramsar. MacDoNatp deé- 
clared that British money would not 
go. into Russia until the inviolability 
of ‘private property was #éfinitely 
established, a permanent civil code 
enacted, and the courts made indepen- 
dent of Government manipulation. In 
a country ruled by decree there is little 
encouragement for foreign capital to 
domicile itself, 

This is the anomalous situation to- 
day. A Soviet delegation is negotiating 
for foreign credits at the very moment 
when reaction toward the pure brand 
of communism is under way in Rus- 
sia. Such private enterprise as has 
sprung up under the encouragement 
of LENIN’s New Economic Policy of 
three years ago is naw being harried 
and taxed out of existence. To be 
sure, the Soviet Government may 
promise to make a distincticn between 
the way. it handles its own “ capital- 
ists "’ and its treatment of the foreign 
But in practice it is a policy

RAILWAY EARNINGS AND RATES. 

Representative and practically com- 
plete railway returns show a decrease 
of gross earnings in March by $30,- 
701,470 compared with last year, The 
traffic handled did not show a de- 
crease until April, and the total 
freight movement for the year is still 
relatively above 1923. Nor is it neces- 
sary to infer that railway profits are 
declining, for the cut in operating ex- 
penses is proportionately larger than 
the decline in gross earnings. This 
bears out the expectation of the rail- 
way managers that the year would be 
profitable despite the anticipated loss 
in tonnage moved, owing to increased 
efficiency of operation and the ex- 
cellent condition of equipment and 
roadway. this year the net 
operating income is 4.61 per cent., 
compared with 4.56 per cert, \last 
yéar. The comparison is encourag- 
ing, unless the later months should 
show a marked turn for the worse. 
Last year forty-four roads earned ex- 
cess profits enough to compel them to 
divide with the Government if the 
law to that effect is sustained. In 
March this year thirty-four carriers 
showed a deficit. 

These deficiencies in earnings below 
the reasonable standard are the re- 
sult of reductions of rates excecding 
a billion dollars during the last three 
years. No d6ubt the farmers will cgn- 
tinue to press their demands for relief 
at the cost of the railways. But if 
railway rates had moved with prices, 
the country would have paid ten 
billions more in freight rates since 
1915. Professor DAvip FRipay has 
estimated that the keeping down of 
freight rates raised farm land values 
from thirteen billions in 1900 to fifty- 
four billions in 1920. Allowing a de- 
cline of 25 per cent., the farmers re- 
tain more than twenty billions of farm

A CHALLENGE. 

Senator Swanson has definitely 
challenged the Republicans to line 
up on the question of the World 
Court. He had waited in vain for 
some one on the Republican gide to 
offer a resolution to carry into 
effect the recommendation of Presi- 
dent Coo.LipGe in support of the ear- 
lier and specific proposal of President 
HarRDING and Secretary HuGHEsS. But 
now, to accomplish the purposes of 
this Republican proposal, he declares 
that if the Administration is in 
earnest not only will a _ substantial 
support come from the Republicans in 
the Senate, but enough from the 
Democrats to insure the adoption of 
his resolution. 

It has been 
Lopce’s committee, the orig- 
inal proposal is now its second 
year of repose. Senator SwaNson is 
determined to save his resolution 
from a like fate if he If, 
however, hope is sickened by defer- 
ring in the,case of this resolution also, 
there remains an alternative which 
the country at large will support 
Senator SWANSON in pressing—moving 
that the committee be discharged 
from further consideration of the bill. 
It will then be possible to know 
whether’ the Administration in its 
advocacy of our adhering to the court, 
under the conditions proposed by 
Secretary Hucues, has the support of 
its own party in the Senate. 

The challenge is made. The adop- 
tion of such reservations as Senator 
Lenroor suggested will be interpreted 
as nothing but an evasion. The only 
addition to the Harding-Hughes res- 
ervations which Senator SwaNnson’s 
resolution makes is that the Powers 
signing thg protocol shall, through an 
exchange of notes, indicate their 
acceptance of the resérvations and 
understandings before the United 
States affixes its signature. As these 
reservations and understandings do 
not involve modification of the provi- 
sions of the protocol so far as these

Powers themselves are concerned, it is 
not likely that there, would be dis- 
approval. One reservation gives clear 
recognition of the fact that the World 
Court is a creature of the nations 
signing the\ protocol. Moreower, the 
resolution itself denies any legal rela- 
tionship whatever on the part of the 
United States to the League of 
Nations—as if any such association 
were the unpardonable sin. 





DRAMA IN THE HILLS. 

Apparently it is with the theatre as 
with human nature. The basic laws are 
few and virtually changeless. The con- 
crete phenomena succeed each other 
in a dizzy round of fad or fashion. 
On Broadway it has been a season 
predominantly of mountain plus re- 
ligion drama. Miss VoLLMER prepared 
the way, Mr. HaTtCHER HUGHES showed 
how well he could follow, Percr Mac- 
Karz and others have taken to the 
hills with less success. Religious fa- 
naticism and primitive appetite against 
a background of crag and ravine rep- 
resent a virgin field for the American 
theatre in more than one sense. From 
the Blue Ridge the march of the 
mountaineers has reached the Cats- 
kills. If precedent counts for any- 
thing, a considerable portion of the 
North American coastal ranges are 
due for exploitation on Broadway. The 
Adirondacks shelter some striking ex- 
amples of the backwash of white civ- 
ilization. There should be promise in 
the hills north of Boston. And there 
are some notable heights in Colorado 
and California, 

The mountain ore is excellent raw 
material for drama, and it is being ex- 
pertly mined. Perhaps the demand 
has been determining the supply. To 
the outsider nothing is more amazing 
in the show-shop business than the 
speed with which the managers can 
turn out the popular commodity of the 


moment. A crook drama makes a hit, 


and the underworld pours out upon | 


the stage. A flapper play goes over 
with. a bang, and the theatre teems 
with the young generation. BENa- 
VENTE succeeds, and Spanish play- 
wrights bob up on every side. Mr. 
COHAN writes ‘‘ Seven Keys to Bald- 
pate,”’ and the “ josh” .drama™~bur- 
geons everywhere. The: reason, of 
course, would be imitation. But the 
mystery is the speed with which imi- 
taticoh operates. Is the art of dram- 
aturgy much simpler than 
supposed? does every producer 


really is 
“Or 
keep. on his manuscript shelf every 
conceivable form of drama, from Ken- 
tucky mountaineer through Long Is- 
land nouveau riche to Hungarian 
decadent? And according to the signs 
on the ticker tape does he turn in his 
chair and pick out something Presby- 
terian from Breathitt County or some- 
thing pagan from the Magyar plains? 
It is a phenomenon not unknown in 
the sister art of literature. Pollyanna 
and SHERWOOD ANDERSON, the broad 
highway and the geog- 
raphy of Greenwich Village, have been 
the creators of fashions. But in the 
book world a season usually intervenes 
between the smashing initial success 
and the full blaze of the mode. In the 
theatre things move more rapidly, for 
reasons which have yet to be ex- 
plained. One other thing to be ex- 
plained is that as a rule the drama and 
literature do not borrow from eagh 
other. It is extraordinary, for 
stance, that a little while ago when 
most of the fiction producers were 
paddling around in the South Seas, 
the play producers, hardly gave a sign 
of having even heard of the Marquesas

Served Up to the endless discus- 
Attractively. sion of prohibition yet 


made is that of Pro- 
fessor STUART P. SHERMAN, which ap- 
pears in the May Atlantic unger the title 
of ‘‘Cornelia and Dionysus.’’’ In it three 
men, with Cornelia doing little ,.more 
than listen, present their respective 
views, and in so doing go over practi- 
cally all of the arguments for and 
against prohibition, both as it is and as 
its advocates would like to have it. 

One of the men, who is or has been 
in the Diplomatic Service, explains and 
approves the Eighteenth Amendment and 
the Volstead act on the ground that they 
were necessary for the sort of production 
which war demanded. But he held that 
for people like himself there was no need 
for such restraint and that therefore he 
and his kind, while publicly supporting 
prohibition, were justified in violating 
ft in the privacy of their homes and 
clubs. 

The second man, a very “advanced” 
novelist,-rather gloried in his own ignor- 
ing of the law, but put it on the dif- 
ferent ground that the lower a middle 
classes, as well as those holdifig them- 
selves higher, could not do without the 
occasional exhilaration which for most 
could be attained only by the use of 
alcohol. Prohibition he held,to be an 
attempt to kill a god, Dionyshs—a task 
impossible of performance and inviting 
the fate of Pentheus, who spied’ upon 
the bacchanals and wanted to abolish 
their ‘‘mysteries.”’ ‘ 

Then came the turn of the third man, 
a college professor from the Middle 
West, who evidently was, or spoke Aor, 
the author of the article. He is a very 
cheerful and tolerant disputant, admits 
the force of his antagonists’ arguments, 
and then denies most of their statéments 
of fact. He recalls what he remembers 
of the days when in most States all 
sorts of alcoholics were sold freely. But 
what he recalls of their effects, instead 
of being beautiful or cheery, is terrible 
or sordid or disgusting. UHis “horrible 
examples” are well chosen, and every 
one of them is in the memory of all 
who lived and observed in those days; 
but if his adversaries had been per- 
mitted to plead in rebuttal, they easily 
enough could have proved him guilty of 
offering a pdrt for the whole, and of 
ignoring the fact that the village drunk- 
ard was not the only vidager who ever 





took a drink of anything stronger than 
buttermilk, ‘

This neatly answers the diplomat’s 
contention that, while it was well for the 
laboring classes to be deprived of alco- 
hol, there was. no reason for robbing 
others of a pleasure which they knew 
how to take in moderation. The answer 
is not so conclusive as it is*neat, but 
it will serve. It at least is as conclusive 
as were the arguments presented by the 
dipfomat and the novelist. 

This is but the merest outline of Pro- 
fessor SHERMAN’S article, and it will not 
detract from the enjoyment to be de- 
rived from the reading of the whole of 
it, no matter with which one of the 
three arguers one agrees.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—A bill de- 
signed to limit the campaign expenses 
of political parties and providing ‘dras- 
tic regulations governing the acceptance 
of such,contributions was introduced in 
the House today by Representative La- 
Guardia of New York. 

Under the LaGuardia bill money or 
its equivalent contributed to political 
committees, including national and Con- 
gressional campaign committees, should 
be used only in the States in which it 
was contributed. It would be unlawful 


to send, mail, give or use literature, 
souvenirs, books, reading matter or ad- 
vertisements, paid for in one State, into 
another State, with the exception of ad- 
vertisements, in newspapers that have 
been publighed for at least a year. It 
would als e unlawful for any alien or 
corporation to give or lend money to a 
political party.

CHURCHILL QUITS LIBERALS. 


Assails Labor Government, Calling 
It a Humbug.

LONDON, May 7.—Winston Church- 
ill, speaking at a Conservative meet- 
ing at Liverpool tonight, made a strong 
appeal for cooperation between Con- 
servatives: and Liberals against Soclal- 


ism as the only way ‘to safeguard the 
interests of the British nation and em- 
pire. He saw in the repeai of the Mc- 
Kenna duties an artifice designed to 
place a difficulty in the path of Con- 
servative and Liberal cooperation. The 
repeal was a rough and harsh meas- 
ure. If the duties were to be removed 
net three mopths* but three years’ notice 
should have ‘been given. 

The attitude of the Government to- 
ward imperjal preference, he said, was 
characterized by a chilling disdain for 
sentiment and the interests of the 
Dominions. The budget furnished one 
of the most remarkable examples of 
Socialist inconsistency and insincerity. 

The Government, he said, was one 
vast monument of sham and humbug, 
maintaining itself in office by playing 
upon the jealousies and divisions of the 
two older parties, and he characterized 
Philip Snewden as a “‘political cuckoo.” 
strutting in plumes borrowed from his 
predecessors. 

Mr. Churchill accused the Socialist 
Party of wantonly corrupting the char- 
acter of the British nation. 

This speech by Mr. Churchill will 
definitely sever him from the Liberal 
Party and identify him with the Con- 
servatives. He may be able to give a 
lead in the same direction to the Lib- 
erals, like Captain Frederick Guest, 
who have broken with official Liberal- 
ism because it supports Labor, and to 
others who voted against the Snowden 
budget, because they considered it too 
much of a rebuff to the Dominions.

The bill provides for the creation of 
the Philippine Commonwealth to be gov- 
erned by a Legislature in two houses 
and a Governor to be chosen by the 
people. This Commonwealth, it is 
further provided, shall succeed the pres- 
ent Government immediately updn the 
adoption of a Constitution and its ap- 
proval by the President. 

The committee rejected the provision, 
contained in the bill as originally of- 
fered, stipulating that the Philippines ~ 
through a plebiscite at the end of thirty 
years should pass on the question 
whether they would set up a Govern- 
ment of their own or remain under 
American rule. The bill specifically 


prescribes that upon the expiration of 
the Commonwealth, which is limited to 
twenty years, the President shall pro- 
claim the independence of the Phil- 
ippines, withdraw the American troops 
and terminate all evidence of American 
authority in the archipelago. 

A report on the Fairfield bill will be 
presented to the House later in the 
week. Its author, Representative Faire 
field of Indiana, Chairman of the In- 
sular Committee, is hopeful of obtain- 
ing action on it at this session. 

An effort will be made by Democratie 
leaders to force the adoption of an 
amendment granting the Philippines 
immediate independence. This move is 
expected to meet with failure in view of 
the opposition of the Coolidge Admin- 


istration, which is understood to en- 
dorse the main provisions of the Fair- 
field bill.

BEQUESTS MADE TO CHARITY 





Contestants Charge That’ There 
Was “Undue Influence” Exer- 
cised Upon the Testator.

WHITE PLAINS; May 7.— Five 
Cousins who were cut off without a cent 
in the will of the late Miss Emily A. 
Watson, *today petitioned Westchester 
County Surrogate George A. Slater for 
appointment of temporary administra- 
tors of the $11.000,000 estate pending 
trial by jury of their contest of the in- 
strument. Surrogate Slater said he 


would make the appointments after the 
contestants had filed necessary ‘affi- 
davits. ~ 

Miss Watson, who was noted for her 
philanthropies, died at her home in 
White Plains Feb. 1 last. She inherited 
her fortune from her father and her 
sister. The father had left, among other 
bequests to her, a special trust fund of 
$500,000. In her will, executed June 7, 
1915, Miss Watson divided the principal 
of this fund among eighteen hospitals 
and other institutions in sums ranging 
from $25,000 to $75,000. Shortly before 
her death she gawe $1,250,000 to the 
White Plains Ortaopedic Hospital for 
Crippled Children, which she founded a 
few years ago. 

The bulk of her estate went to first 
cousins and other relatives. To the New 
York Association for Improving the 
Condition of the Poor Miss Watson left 
$50,000. A similar sum went to the 
New York Skin and Cancer Hospital 
and $25,000 was left to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. 

The contestants are Harriet Watson 
Sanders of Ardmore, Pa.; Mary Rufus 
Watson Foster of Birmingham, Ala. ; 
Frances Watson Carothers of Temple, 
Tex.; Tennessee Taylor Watson Owen 
of Columbus, Miss., and George P. Mil- 
ler of Milwaukee. In an affidavit filed 
in their behalf the contestants alleged 
that the will, if ever executed, Was 
‘‘procured by the undue influence of the 
proponents or by the undue influence of 
sO’ oOtuer person or persons unknown 
to these contestants.'’ The proponents 
were tne cousins who were made lega- 
tees by the will and the executors were 
Bertram H. Fancher, Vice President of 
the Fifth Avenue Bank in New York 
and Howard E. Foster, former President 
of the Central Bank at White Plains. 
This group offered the will for probate 
on March 19 last. e 

The contestants’ petition for appoint- 
ment of temporary administrators was 
approved by the executors, who informed 
the Court they desired temporary admin- 
istrators so that tha estate might be 
conserved pending the trial, to be 
in the Fall. Appearing for Mr. Fancher,

Motion to Intervene In Action 
by Company for 10% Rate ; 
Increase Is Granted. 








HEARING IS SET FOR MAY 16 





Judge Knox Calls on Hough and 
Winslow to Sit With Him as 
a Statutory Tribunal. 





The motion made by Corporation 
Counsel George P. Nicholson that the 
City of New York be permitted to inter- 
vene as a co-defendant in the action be- 
gun by the New York Telephone Com- 
pany to establish its right to make a 10 
per cent. increase in telephone rates 
was granted yesterday by Judge John 
Cc. Knox, sitting in the United States 
District Court. 

Judge Knox’s decision was accom- 
panied by no opinion. He merely en- 
dorsed over his signature on the motion 
papers submitted by Corporation Coun- 
sel Nicholson: 

“The City of New York is granted 
permission to intervene in this action 
as a party defendant.” 

In an additional order Judge Knox 
called upon Judge Charles M. Hough of 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, and Judge Francis M. Winslow 
of the United States District Court to 


sit with him as a statutory court to 
hear the main issue, which was joined 
by the filing of a motion by the tele- 
phone company for a preliminary in- 
junction restraining the State Public 
Service Commission and the Attorney 
General of the State of New York from 
enforcing the present telephone rates. 
The order provides that e statutory 
court shall open its sessions on May 16 
at 2 o'clock Pp. M., in Room 434 of ‘the 
Federal Building. 

Corporation Counsel Nicholson and his 
assistant, Maldwin M. Fertig, who ap- 
peared for the Corporation Counsel's 
office in the preliminary bouts with 
counsel for the telepphone company, 
Were much pleased with Judge Knox's 
prompt decision in favor of the city’s 
intervention as a party to the action. 
naming of sotearly a date for the 
beginning of the tMal, they believe, in- 
dicates a desire on the part of the Court

speedy conclusion in the public interest. 

THe decision to grant to the city the 
right to intervene came just one day 
after the filing of his supplementary 
brief by the Corporation Counsel. The 
sole defendants originally named in the 
action brought by the telephone corpora- 
tion were the Attorney General and the 
Public Service-Corporation of the State. 

Mr. Nicholson declared that in an ac- 
tion the outcome of which might require 
telephone users to pay an additional 
$20,000 a day, the city itself, as the 
largest single subscriber, should be per- 
mitted to become an active participant. 
He also made ft known through his brief 
that the city already had spent upward 
of $150,000 in what he termed “an in- 
tensive study of the telephone situa- 
tion.’’

Mayor Hylan said that 
such parts of the new subway routes 
now drafted, including the Brooklyn 
crosstown and the Washington Heights 
lines, as may be found by the new board 
to be availabte and unobjectionable, 
might be ratified and used. The point 
which he again stressed was that under 
no condition would any new subways 
be built which could be hooked up with 
either the existing lines of the Il. R. T. 
or the B. M. T. systems. 

He Will Sort Out “the Good.” 

“We shall use what is good and throw 
@way what is bad in the plans of the 
Transit Commission,” said the Mayor. 
“The Brooklyn crosstown subway will 
be built, but it will be built m our own 
Way. No plan will be adopted that con- 
nects city-owned subways with the ex- 
isting subway corporations that have ex- 
ploited the people for their own profit.’’ 

The Mayor intimated that the main 
Une of the Brooklyn crosstown would be 
built virtually in accord’ with the plan

Say, Their Pickets Were 
Intimidated by De- 
tectives. 


With the ending of the strike of dri- 
vers in the employ of the Mogul Checker 
Cab Corporation, the Brotherhood of 
Taxi Chauffeurs yesterday directed its 
attacks on the Yellow Taxi Company, 
which employs about 5,000 drivers. 

The union officials said that they had 
succeeded in getting 800 drivers of the 
Yellow Taxi Company to go on strike. 
This was denied by W. E. McGuirk, 
President of the company, who declared 
that the attempt to get his employes to 
strike had not drawn out a single man. 


Harry Lubelsky and Carl Eberhaus, 
trustees of the Brotherhood of Taxi 
Chauffeurs, said yesterday that they 


would call on Police Commissioner En- 


right to appeal for an investigation of 
their charges that detectives were in- 
timidating union pickets and ordering 
them away from garages housing Yel- 
low taxicabs. 

Lubelsky declared that early yesterday 
morning he was assaulted at Broadway 
and 103d Street by two plain clothes 
men while an official of the Yellow 
Taxi Corporation looked on. The men 
who beat him, he said, threatened to 
“bash the skulls’’ of any brotherhood 
members who attempted to picket at 
the public hack stands. 

Inspector Dominick Henry, in charge 
of traffic, called the charges ef intimi- 
dation ‘‘ridiculous.’’ ‘‘There havg never 
been and will never be any instructions 
to the police to take sides in any con- 
troversy,’’ he said. 

President McGuirk, replyin to the 
union’s charges that the Yellow Taxi 
Company had been allowed special privi- 
leges at the Polo Grounds, the Yankee 
Stadium and at the public hack stand at 
Seventy-second Street and Fifth Avenue, 
said: ‘“‘Any taxi is permitted on the 
public hack stand at Seventy-second 
and Fifth Avenue. We have had no con- 


ycessions from the Park Department. 


‘“‘We rent a whole field south of the 
Polo Grounds and keep our cars _ there. 
We do the same thing at the Yankee 
Stadium. As for the charge that our 
cars are inspected in our own garages, 
I can. only say that the arrangement 
was made at the suggestion of the 
License Bureau, which did not have fa- 
cilities for inspecting all our taxicabs in 
one place.”’ 

A committee of eight owners and oper- 
ators of taxicabs whose drivers did not 
join the strikers called on District At- 
torney Joab H. Banton yesterday and 
said that their chauffeurs were being 
wayland and assaulted by ‘‘guerrillas.”’

COVINGTON, Ky., May 7 (Associated 
Press).—Tales of conspiracy, coercion 
and bribery involving the pronibition 
of two States and men 
prominent in politics in Kentucky were 


told today in the Federal court here 
at the trial of Representative John W. 
Langley of Kentucky and four other 
defendants charged with conspiracy to 
defraud thé Government through illegal 
removal of whisky from a warehouse 
in 1921. 

Witnesses for the prosecution related 
a number of “conferenees’’ held in 
September, October and November, 1921, 
at Lexington and ouisville. These 
meetings were arranged in advance, the 
witnesses testified, and were for dis- 
cussing the: transportation of whisky 
from the Belle of Anderson Distillery 
of Lawrenceburg, Ky., to Philadelphia 
and other cities. Langley attended most 
of the meetings, the testimony showed. 

As Government witnesses, confessed 
members of the “‘ring,’’ told of whisky 
operations and implicated the represen- 
ative, he sat unmoved. He received 
large sums for his influence in obtain- 
ing permits, his alleged former associ- 
ates testified. When he needed money 
he appealed to men in Washington who 
worked in conjunction with whisky 
dealers in this State and the money was 
given as “‘loans,’’ not to be repaid if he 
was successful in a ‘‘particular piece of 
work,’’ according to the testimony. 

Politics was a big factor in the ar- 
rangement, the witnesses averred. 

The name of Chesley Searcy, Repub- 
lican National Committeeman of Ken- 
tucky, today was brought into the trial 
by Elias P. Mortimer of New York City, 
a witness for the prosecution and an 
associate of Langley in Washington, 
who testified that Langley told him that 
“Searcy has promised to permit me to 
name a Prohibition Director fur Ken- 
tucky.’’ Searcy, he said, was present 
at one of several meetings held in Louis- 
ville at which liquor permits were dis- 
cussed.

PENSION MEASURES 


Says Bills Would Give Special 
Benefits to Individuals 
and Groups. 





APPROVES 12 MEASURES 





Holds Forcing Partisan Primaries in 
Commission Governed Cities 
Violation of Home Rule.

ALBANY, May 7.—Twelve bills were 
approved and ten were vetoed by Gov- 
ernor Smith today in his final drive 
to clean up less than 100 of the remain- 
ing thirty-day bills before the period 
expires Saturday night, Nearly 700 
bills were dumped into the executive 
hopper by the Legislature during the 
closing days of its session. -Up to date 
the Governor has approved 642 of the 
bills passed. 

One of the measures vetoed today was 
the Reiburn bill, which would have in- 
creased the fees of Municipal Court 
marshals in New York City. The Gov- 
ernor said he believed it had been defec- 
tively drawn. Five bills amending the 
| civil Service law with regard to pen- 
sions were disapproved. In a memoran- 
dum the Governor said: 

“All of these bills passed the Legis- 
\ sesure on the last day of the session, 
and I feel reasonably satisfied they did 
not receive the consideration to which 
they were entitled. The employes’ re- 
tirement system, as well as local sys- 
tems, to be successful must be built 
upon a sound financial and actuarial 
basis, A reading of these bills indicates 
that they have been prepared in the in- 
terest of some individuals ar. blocs of 
indivjduals who by their provisions are 
to obtain privileges and benefits not 
permitted to the mass of the member- 
ship of all of the pension funds of the 
State. ; 

“I do not see how the Legislature 
could have been in possession of the 
necessary information to give proper 
consideration to these measures. It was 
for the prevention of just such legis- 
lation that a permanent pension com- 
mission was created, having put upon 
them, among other duties, the study and 
recommendation to the Legislature of 
various proposals intending to amend 
the pension laws. The Permanent Ren- 
sion Commisstonu of the State is the only 


body I know of that nas made any de- 
tailed or exhaustive study of our exist- 
ing civil pension systems. The commis- 
“on is opposed to every one of these 
bills. 

“T am convinced that their conclusions 
regarding them are entitled to my most 
careful consideration. Especially is that 
true in view of the fact that while be- 
fore the Legislature these bills were re- 
ferred to different committees. Some 
were considered by the Committee on 
Affairs of Cities, some by the Civil Ser- 
vice Committee and some by the Judi- 
ciary Committee.” 

Holding that It was a violation of the 
principle of home rule, the Governor 
vetoed the Shackno-Jenks bill, which 
would have provided for partisan pri- 
maries in cities with the so-called com- 
mission form of government. About a 
dozen would have: been affected. At 
present they have non-partisan primaries 
for nominating their city officers. 

The Governor said regarding this 
measure: 

“Under the home rule enabling act 
recently signed by me all of the cities 
operating under the commission form of 


government can change the_ present 
method of nominating their city 
officers. . 

“The bill before me seeks by an 


amendment to the election law to com- 
pel them to change it. It is, therefore, 
in letter as well as in spirit, a violation 
of the home rule principle, to which we 
are so strongly committed by constitu- 
tional amendment as well as by legis- 
lative enactment. If we desire conscien- 
tiously and honestly to carry out our 
intention to give freedom to all the cities 
of the State for the control of their 
local affairs, we must watch carefully 
every bill proposing to abridge or limit 
in the slightest ae the right con- 
ferred by the enabling act under the 
constitutional amendment. ‘ 

“This amendment to the election law 
has for its effect the nullification of 
that part of the enabling act which 
would permit cities now operating under 
the commission form of government to 
make what Changes they themselves de- 
sire with regard to the manner and 
method of nominating their city of- 
ficials. We cannot be declaring in one 
bill for the principle of home rule and 
then destroying any part of it in an- 
other. It is a principle, and when we 
begin to compromise with that principle 
we are inviting its ultimate destruction.’’ 

Two bills designed to check ‘‘chain’’ 
libel suits against soweeneey were ap- 
proved. One provides for a consolida- 
tion of actions brought for the same 
alleged libel. The jury, if it finds in 
favor of the parees bringing the suit, 
would be authorized to apportion the 
damages among the defendants. The 
other would permit a newspaper to 
prove, for the benefit of the jury, that 
the person suing had recovered from an- 
other defendant for the alleged libel. 

The Governor also approved the meas- 
ure creating the Erie County Park Com- 
mission.

Court Permits More of Diamond’s

Supreme Court Justice Cropsey, in 


Brooklyn yesterday, authorized inclusion 
of most of the trial record in the ap- 
peal for Morris Diamond, one of the four 
convicts in the death house at Sing Sing 
Prison for the murder of two messen- 
gers of the West End Bank. In a mo- 
tion by Diamond’s attorney it was 
sought to inelude in the appeal from the 
conviction a copy of the complete ex- 
amination of talesmen when the jury 
was selected. 

“The affidavit submitted on behalf of 
the defendant contains many false state- 
ments,”’ asserted Justice Cropsey to the 
attorney, David Malbin. ‘‘Fortunately 
there are few members of the bar who 
would submit such an affidavit.’ 

Justice Cropsey decided that it was 
useless to print the several hundred 
pages that are filled with questions put 
to jurymen. ‘The defense: dia not ex- 
haust its peremptory challenges,’’ he 
said. ‘‘However, every ruling male by 
the Court, as well as every remark by 
the Court, may be printed, with such 
portions of the examination of the re- 
spective talesmen as bear upon the re- 
marks or ruling made.”

Anti-Saloon League Aroused by 
Failure of George K. Morris to 
Answer Its Questionnaire. 





The Missouri Woman's Club, holding 
its annual meeting at the Hotel Astor

PRETENDED TO BE A DOCTOR 








His Numerous Fiancees and Their 
Parents Were Generous 
With Dowries. 

Six young women whom he had en- 


gaged himself to marry glared at Frank 
Kronengold yesterday as he _ started 
back for a cell tn the Tombs, after 
being sentenced to five years in Sing 
Sing by Judge Mancuso in General Ses- 
sions on a_e grand larceny charge. 
Kronengold, who is years old and 
gave his address as 1,635 Fifty-third 
Street, Brooklyn, had just pleaded 
guilty to defrauding thé father of a 
young woman whom he had promised 
to marry out of $6,500, which was part 


of a $10,000 dowry that had been 
arranged after the engagement was an- 
nounced. 

The complainant in this case was 
Morris Greiff, a retired drug manufac- 
turer, of 1,560 President Steet, Brook- 
lyn, who declared that when he gave 
the young man the money a year ago 
Kronengold represented himself as a 
physician and explained that he needed 
the money to open an office and labora- 
tory. Kronengold’s father previously 
had told him at a social gathering, 
Greiff said, that his son had been re- 
cently graduated from the medical col- 
lege of the University of Chicago. 

Investigation of Kronengold’s past re- 
vealed that he had never been a student 
at the university, and at the time that 
he said he was studying medicine there 
he was in Elmira Reformatory, to which 
he had been sentenced in 1922 for de- 
frauding Bessie Beliinsky, his former 
wife, out of $4,000, which he obtained 
as a dowry when he represented him- 
self as a physician. She had her mar- 
riage to him annulled, having left him 
after five days of married life when 
she learned that he was not a doctor. 


Called 


Kronengold declared he -was a “‘lab- 
oratory scientist,’’ when he was ar- 
rested on the grand larceny indictment 
several months ago. In imposing sen- 


tence yesterday Judge Mancuso re- 
ferred to the fact that the prisoner had 
been accused of defrauding young wo- 
men or their parents out of a total of 
$25,000 received in the form of dowries. 
Kronengold was such a ‘‘despicable 
swindler,’’ said Judge Mancuso, that 
he regretted he could not send him to 
Sing Sing for life. 

Assistant District Attorney Kunstler 
told the Court that investigation had 
disclosed that Kronengold early in 1923, 
after becoming engaged to Jennie Weitz- 
man, of 1,428 Wilkins Avenue, the 
Bronx, got her to give him $4,000. 
When she learned that he was not a 
physician she broke the engagement. 
He also obtained $2,000 from Pauline 
Brodsky of SO Chester Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, the prosecutor said, after demand- 
ing 44,000 as a dowry to marry her and 
tried to swindle Regina Schwartz, a 
dentist, of 2,114 Mermaid Avenue, 
Brooklyn, out of $135, but she fright- 
ened -him into returning the money by 
threatening to have him arrested. 

Mr. Kunstler said that in order to im- 
press Mr. Greiff, and his ninetcen-year- 
old daughter, Frances, Kronengold used 
part of the Greiff money in fitting up 
a laboratory at Lextngton Avenue and 
Sixty-third Street, Manhattan, and an 
elaborate office at .321 Seventy-ninth 
Street, Brooklyn, placing a sign in front 
co? place reading ‘‘doctor of neurop- 
athy.”’

Agents of the special service squad 
of the Port Surveyor’s department 
made two visits to the steamship Mar- 
tinique of the Colombian’ Line early 
yesterday, seizing $5,000 worth of liquor 


and taking five prisoners. They board- 
ed the ship, which was docked at Pier 
8 in the East’ River, shortly after mid- 
night and seized twenty bottles of 
whisky. On this visit they made no 
arrests. They returned an hour later, 
and this time, concealed in a secret 
compartment in the forward part of the 
boat, they say they found cordials and 
more liquor. 

They arrested Carl Lindstrom, Manuel 
Gonzales, Manuel Ingleisos and Howard 
Crites, members of the crew. When 
Agent E. J. Starace attempted to search 
Herman Avery of 417 West Twenty- 
second Street, Avery is alleged to have 
resisted him, and Starace placed him 
under arrest with the members of the 
crew. He was visiting the ship at the 
time. All five were taken before Ed- 
ward Barnes, Assistant Solicitor of the 
Legal Division of the Customs Service. 

Later six agents of the customs 
marine patrol in two skiffs hailed the 
K-13, ‘335, a motor boat, in Gravesend 
Bay, arrested four men whom they 
found on board and seized one. hundred 
cases of liquor. The men arrested gave 
their names as Dewey Robison, John 
Farley, John Sullivan and Frank 
Marino. 

A distilling plant, the output of which 
had beeti carted through a thirty-five 
foot tunnel to a garage, was seized when 
prohibition agents and policemen raided 
a house at 2,013 Seventy-sixth Street, 
Brooklyn.

Testimony concerning bootlegging 
practices alleged to have been carried on 
by members of the crew of the steamship 
Orduna of the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
Company was given yesterday in the 
libel action against the liner before 
Federal Judge A. N. Hand by Edward 
Collins, one time assistant steward on 
the vessel. 

Collins, according to his story, fell out 
with some of his fellow-bootleggers on 
the vessel because they offered him @ 


smaller share of the profits than he 
thought he should have had. When ne 
failed to obtain a satisfactory settiement 
of the matter be told the American Uon- 
sul at Southampton that the Orduna was 
bringing liquor to this port for: sale. 
Word was sent here anu Major John 
Holley Clark Jr., the Assistant United 


States Attorney in charge of prosecue 
tion of violations of the prohibition 


law, sent for Coliins to come here and 
testify. 

The witness said that he had been em- 
ployed on the Orduna from November, 
1922, to February, 1923, as assistant 
steward and had made two trips. On the 
first trip he noticed unusual activity on 
board the vessel after she had docked 
here. Men in strange garb. appeared 
from the stern and marched aiong~in 
such numbers as to ‘clog the deck:” 
These men, said Collins, wore loose 
leather jackets with many pockets, and 
over these jackets they wore loose over- 
coats. These men, said the witnesa, 
would visit the storeroom, and when 
they came out they were ‘“‘very bulgy 
and walked carefully, as if they were 
afraid of spilling something.’” Once a 
bottle feil out orf a bootlegger’s pocket 
and broke as it hit the deck. The smell 
indicated that it contained whisky, Col- 
lins said. 

‘The witness said the storekeeper told 
him that he would get 5 per cent. of the 
profits of the traffic, and when he ac- 
cepted the offer he was permitted to 
become more familiar with the methods 
of the trade. He said that the whisky 
was packed in the tea room and that 
on one trip there were 1,680 bottles. 
It took six days to dispose of the 1,650 
bottles, the witness stated, and’ durin, 
this period the customers came at al 
hours of the day and night and always 
found somebody to wait on them. 

When the sales were over a five pound 
note was handed to him, Collins said, 
as his share of the sales on the five per 
cent. basis. He refused to accept it. 
He was not asked wiiy, but later ex- 
plained that the profits on the sales had 
amounted to £1,200, which would make 
his share approximatety $300. 

Collins said that when the ship got 
back to Southampton he told Mr. Hever, 
the shore steward, about the sale of 
liquor at this port, and the latter 
warned him about talking too much, 
saying it might make it difficult to 
catch the guilty men.

London Selling and Liquidation 
by Tuesday’s Purchasers Brings 
Reaction in Francs. 


French and Belgian francs were vio- 
lently reactionary yesterday, a move- 
ment which was in sharp contrast with 
that of Tuesday’ when both enjoyed 
substantial advances, The decline not 
only canceled all of that gain, but in 
the case of Paris checks sent the rate 
down to 6.34% cents, unequaled since 
April 25, and in Belgian to 5.15% cents, 
last touched on April 12. Heavy foreign 
selling, together with liquidation by 
those overenthusiastic operators who 
went beyond the limit, reported to have 
been 6.58 cents, at which the. syndicate 
ceased purchasing on Tuesday, ac- 
counted for the break. At the day’s 
low and final, Paris showed a decline 
of 28 points, and Brussels approximately 
20 points. . 

London and the Continentals were sym- 
pathetically affected by the break in the 
franc, sterling selling down % cent, to 
$4.37%, with a fractional recovery from 
this point at the close; Italian sagged 3 
points to 4.47% cents; Holland yielded 
4 points to 37.43 cents, with the Spanish 
and Scandinavian bilis also heavy. In

tions, Mr. Cromwell says: 

“It is unfortunate that the burden of 
special taxation imposed upon the stock 
market during the war has not yet been 
lifted, and that the market’s machinery 
must function under conditions much 
less favorable than those prevailing be- 
fore 1914. The present double tax on 
sales or transfers of shares, imposed by 


both State and Federal Governments, in- 
terferes with the orderly marketing of 
shares through the New York Stock Ex- 
change and as a result with the free 
flow of investment capital into American 
enterprises. The existing rates of tax- 
ation, taken together, have been set 
considerably beyond the point of ‘di- 
minishing returns’ and not only weak- 
en the market but yield less public 
revenue than would be provided by a 
lower and better proportioned rate, 

“Stock transfer taxes do not, in fact, 
constitute an impost upon ‘Wall Street; 
like most sales taxes, they are in the 
last analysis levied upon the millions 
of purchasers and investors all over the 
country. A more equitable tax rate 
on the sale of shares must be established 
in order that the stock market may af- 
ford the investing public the readiest 
facilities for purchase and sale and the 
closest prices and smallest intermediary 
fluctuations.”’

“After extensive study and investiga- 
tion of the effectiveness of the ‘blue 
sky laws’ in other States, the Stock 


Exchange has not been favorably im- 
pressed with the practical value or use- 
fulness of such laws; it is convinced 
that the punitive rather than the pre- 
ventive type of legislation with bring 
the desired results. It has consequently 
found itself in hearty agreement with 
the opinion of the eminent committee 
appointed by Governor Smith to investi- 
gate the question, that what was 
mainly needed was ‘a flexible, virile, 
fraud-hunting State machinery driven 
not by statute, but by human intelli- 
gence and human activity.’ 

“In line with this attitude, the Stock 
Exchange from the first endorsed the 
so-called ’Martin act,’ which gives the 
Attorney General of New York State 
power to halt by injunction the opera- 
tions of suspicious individuals and con- 
cerns in the security business.” 

Regarding sécurity issues in England 
the report says: 

“The protection afforded British in- 
vestors by the British Companies’ act 
is based upon compulsory publicity and 
definite placing of responsibility. The 
act requires issuers or vendors of 
securities to place on file in a’ public 
office detailed information as to the 
charter, capitalization, management, 
promotion, operation and financial con- 
dition of the company prior to the offer 
of its securities to the public; pro- 
moters and organizers are furthermore 
made civilly and criminally responsible 
for the truthfulness of the statements 
filed. Since the filing of this informa- 
tion operates automatically as a rmit 
of issue, the State is thus relieved from 
the burden of judgment as to the 
merits of the securities and from the 
consequent danger of political manipu- 
lation, while at the same time the pub- 
lic is furnished with the essential facts 
necessary for such judgment.’’ 


Corporation Statements. 


Mr. Cromwell urges the necessity of 
corporations issuing statements period- 
ically for the information of investors 
and he extols the United States Steel 


Corporation for its frankness with 
stockholders. He points out that 660 of 
the 957 companies with shares listed on 
the Stock Exchange publish statements 
periodically, 242 publishing quarterly re- 
poits, 79 publishing semi-annual reports 
and 339 publishing annual reports. The 
297 companies not issuing reports listed 
their securities prior to the time the Ex- 
change adopted a ruling requiring the 
publication of such statements. 

Mr. Cromwell, however, points out 
that some companies object td the pub- 
lication of such statements on the 
ground that their business is seasonal 
and that quarterly statements would be 
misleading; some object on the ground 
that their properties are located in dif- 
ferent parts of the world and compila- 
tion of such information every few 
months would be extremely difficult; 
others object on the ground that publi- 
cation of the figures would give valuable 
information to competitors who do not 
supply such information. In connection 
with this, Mr. Cromwell says: 

‘Personally, I have little sympathy 
with the objections advanced against the 
publication of frequent company earning 
statements. The railroad companies have 
benefited themselves as well as the pub- 
lic by complying with the demands of 
the Govermment for more adequate and 
more frequent reports. In the industrial 
field, the frankness with which the of- 
ficials of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration have met the public has like- 
wise been a most important factor in 
its prosperity. If one company in a 
stated business can keep its stockholders 
satisfactorily informed, it would seem 
that other companies could and should 
be able to do likewise. In my opinion, 
there are many companies now furnish- 
ing only annual earning statements 
which should make these reports quar- 
terly, or at least semi-annually.” 


FOUR WARSAW BANKS FAIL. 


Caught by French Franc’s Rise— 
Textile Houses Hard Hit. 
WARSAW, May 7.—Four Warsaw 
banks suspended payments today, their 
bankruptcy being caused by speculation, 
mostly on the fall of the French franc. 
The present improvement in Poland’s 
financial situation is expected to be 
followed by the failure of numerous 
banks, many of which profited through 
speculation during the financial chaos 
of the last two years. Failure of a 
number of Viennese banks is also ex- 


pected to affect Polish houses connected 
with them. 

Several textile houses at Lodz have 
failed, partly because of the high tax- 
ation and the high cost of credit, which 
has reached 10 per cent. monthly, but 
largely because of speculation, as the 
dealers speculating on the fall of the 
mark closed their transactions for the 
Spring calculating on a_ dollar being 
worth 30,000,000 marks while beginning 
with January the dollar has remained 
steadily under 10,000,000 marks.

CAR LOADINGS SHOW GAIN. 


1,969 More Than Last Week, but 
83,686 Fewer Than in Same 
Week of 1923. 

Car loadings for the week ended April 
26, with a total of 878,892 cars, were 83,- 
688 fewer than for the same week last 
year. This is the sixth consecutive week 
in which there was a decline in. the 
number of cars loaded compared with 
the corresponding weeks of last. year. 
Compared with the previous week, 
however, the loadings advanced 1,969 
cars, and were 127,781 cars more than 

for the corresponding week in 1922. 

Loadings of merchandise and less than 
car load lot freight, often considered 
an indicator of general business, were 
6,414 above the same week of last year 
with a total of 247,952 cars. Miscellan- 


eous freight loadings amounted to 328,- 
206 cars, a decrease of 27,781 cars com- 
pared with the corresponding week of 


1923. 
The Northwestern and the South- 
western districts were the only two 


parts of thé country to report increases 
over the corresponding period of last 
year. All districts, except the Poca- 
hontas loaded more traffic than in the 
same week of 1922. 


KNOW NOTHING OF RAIL DEAL 


Pere Marquette Officials Deny Ford

MONTREAL, May 7.—The directors 
@f the Canadian Pacific Railway today 
elected as Chairman of the Board, DB. 
W. Beatty, President of the company. 
In his annual report, Mr. Beatty said: 

“The operations of the company were 
Gonducted during the year in a satis- 
factory manner and with satisfactory 
results. A fairly substantial increase 
in gross earnings resulted in a mod- 
erate increase in net earnings due to 
the fact that in view of the highly com- 
petitive conditions now existing in 
Canada jour directors did not consider 
ft desirable that your property should 
be permitted to deteriorate physically 
im the slightest degree. Therefore, the 
property has never been in so excellent 
@ condition as it is now. 

“The tonnage moved during the past 
year amounted to 30,852,994, an increase 
over the previous year of 3,108,408., and 
over 1921 of 7,142,388. The increase was 
principally accounted for by a heavier 
Movement of grain and lumber, manu- 
factured articles and general merchan- 
dise, the largest individual item of in- 
Grease being that of grain products. 

“Due to the great prosperity which 
existed during the year in the United 
States there was an increase in inter- 
Mmational tonnage, but this year the 
company did not participate in it to 
the same extent as other companies by 
reason of its not enjoying the advan- 
tage of ownership of feeding lines in 
the eastern and central parts of that 
country, 

“For the first three months of the 
present year traffic has shown. satis- 
factory increases, but some diminution 
took place during April.

the Government. Nevertheless close ob- 
servers believe that only the present 
Government would have been strong 
enough to carry the reform bills which 
have been passed. 

Baron Koranyi, the new Minister of 
Finance, in an optimistic statement says 
that the Government will not resort to 
any artificial measures to stabilize the 
crown and predicts that the currency 
will be automatically stabilized when 
the foreign loan is received, probably on 
the average level of the last few days.

PRICE OF GASOLINE IS CUT. 


Standard Announces Reduction 
Sioux Falls After Independents. 


The Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
has cut the price of gasoline at service 
stations in Sioux Falls, S. D., to 20 
cents a gallon, underselling the inde- 
pendenits by one cent. The company 
announced its reduction after the inde- 
pendents had cut their price. 

According to dispatches the Merch- 
ants Oil Company cut the price from 
22 to 21 cents a gallon and the Coding- 
ton County Oil Company reduced its 
price one cent a gallon to 23 cents.

COTTON LOSES GAIN |* 


MADE ON COVERING 


Early Rise Creates Demand for 
Contracts, but the Improve- 
ment Disappears. 








| FOREIGN MARKET FIRMER 





Increase in Spot Sales Also Con- 
tributes to Activity at the Start— 
May Up 16 Points for Day. 





More active covering on the part of 
certain speculative interests caused an 
advance in cotton at one time yesterday 
but all the improvement disappeared be- 
fore the close. Demand for May took 
several thousand bales from the ring. 
At first contracts were taken at rising 
quotations, but later in the session buy- 
ers waited for recessions to obtain cot- 
ton. Appearance of a cold wave in the 
Northwest, bringing predictions of frost 
at some points in the West belt ad- 
vanced néw crops 20 points but both 
July and late months closed at a net 
loss for the day. May gained 16 points 
over Tuesday. 

A decidedly firmer foreign market and 
an increase in spot sales to 10,000 bales, 
of which 8,000 were American, caused 
the most active covering of old crop 
positions in some days. During the re- 
cession in prices last week brokers oper- 
ating for houses with trade connections 
a quantity of May contracts. 


supply, and the recent movement of cot- 
ton out of New York evidently induced 
certain interests to cover outstanding 
obligations. The buying that developed 
in May soon after the opening advanced 
that month above 3% cents and to a 
premium of 185 points over July, the 
greatest difference established so far 
this season. It was not until prices had 
gained 40 points that prominent spot in- 
terests offered May at prevailing dif- 
ferences and supplied all demand. A 
similar covering movement developed in 
July which carried the level to 28.57, or 
acent over low figures of Monday. 
Cooler weather in Oklahoma, together 
with the rise in near months, lifted new 
crop positions 20 points during the 
morning. 

A smaller export movement, only 5,000 
bales yesterday, and the fact that prices 
had risen steadily for two days, left an 
easier situation. The last hour prices ran 
below previous closing and with the éx- 
ception of May, all months closed at a 
slight loss for the day. 

The weekly weather report reflected 
low temperatures of last week and cool 
temperatures at night were a subject of 
comment from many States. Planting, 
however, was reported to have made 
steady progress and in Arkansas, for in- 
stance, this work was said to be near- 
ing completion. In general, weather was 
not such as to bring vegetation along 
rapidly. The season is still behind and 
predictions of cooler weather were is- 
sued for today. As compared with con- 
ditions the first half of May a year ago, 
when floods occurred in Oklahoma and 
Arkansas, planters have been working 
under more favorable surroundings this 
season.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—W. J. Hara- 
han, President of the Chesapeake & Ohio} 
and the Hocking Valley Railway Com- 
penies, testifying at the opening of the 
hearing before the Inrerstate Commerce 
Commission today on the commission’s 
orders requiring more than ninety rail- 
roads to install a system of automatic 
control on parts of their lines, declared 
that the order would cost the railroads 
more than $100,000,000. As spokesman 
for the railway executives, he asked the 
commission so to modify its order as to 
permit the test of various automatic 
train control devices in different sections 
of the country. 

“It is earnestly suggested’’ he sald, 
“that train control can be worked up to 
a sufficient stage of development if, in- 
stead of the collossal trial which has 
been ordered by the commission, there 
be selected a certain number of miles 
in each regton, that is, the Eastern, 
Southern and Western regions, for the 
purpose of trying out these signals un- 
der all conditions of density of traffic, 
heavy graces, weather and all the other 
factors necessary to be overcome in the 
solution of this subject. It is thought 
that 100 miles in each region, located 
on various railroads an in places} 
where the most severe tests could be 
made, would be adequate. 

“Automatic train contro] will not pre- 
vent all collisions. On the other hand, 
automatic block signals proteet against 
occurrences which are likely to take 
place any day, anywhere. Is it not rea- 
sonable that the railroad executives 
should feel ‘that they should provide as 
much of this character of protection as 
is possible before they depart into 
realms of conjecture which the auto- 
matic train control has presented up to 
this time?’

OUND SHIP BOARD 
LAX IN ITS METHODS 


Fleet Coeperation Treasurer 
Found No Record of Millions 
in Trast Funds. 








WASHINGTON, May 7.—Larége 
amounts in securities, drafts and unpaid 
checks were spread  promiscuously 
throughout the various offices of the 
Shipping Board, when he took office 
in 1921, T. L. Clear, Treasurer of the 
Fleet Corporation, testified today at the 
House shipping inquiry. 

Prior to 1921, he asserted, there was 
no record kept of millions of dollars in 
trust funds advanced in bulk amounts 
to managing operators of Shipping 
Board vessels, a general canvass of all 
the offices was made, he said, and all 
securities were concentrated In the 
Treasurer's office under his control. 

Examined by Representative Lehlbach, 
Mr. Clear said more than $900,000 in 
uncanceled checks, drawn on the Fleet 
Corporation, had been found in the vari- 
ous offices. He did not know why the 
checks had not been deposited but dis- 
coveréd some of them had beén held by 
request. 

“I disregarded all requests,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and put them in the bank. It 
created great consternation in banking 
circles, here. I have collected all except 
$11,000 covered by two checks and in 
these cases the banks went into receiv- 
ership long before I found the checks.’’ 

Mr. Clear added that he had recovered 
$34,000 which was found to be due the 
Fleet Corporation after canvassing all 
banks where deposits had been made and 


accounts closed, . 
He abolished the system of paying out 
sums in trust funds to operators and 
substituted a plan whereby the expenses 
of the operators were met from drafts 
on the United States Treasury. 
Asked by Representative Bankhead for 


recommendations for the operation of CO, 


the Government fleet, the witness said 
it was a ‘‘one-man job’’ The President 
of the Fleet Corporation, he held, should 
not be answerable to the Shipping 
Board. 

Representative Bankhtad read from a 
detailed record of intangible assets, 
showing that the Fleet Corporation had 
discounted letters of credit on sums 
owed to it by purchasers and shippers 
and for supplies. Some were discounted 
at 4% per cent., three days before 
maturity. 

Mr. Clear said this was a plan of 
liguidation in force in 1922 to realize 
from sales a part of the money appro- 
priated by the Congress. The system 
hu been corrected and there had been | 
no recent sales of such securities. 

Large losses to the Shipping Board 
had resulted from the failure of foreign 
agents of managing operators to make 
immediate deposits in banks abroad of 
vessels’ revenues, thereby taking ad- 


vantage of foreign exchange fluctuations, 


Mr. Clear stated, 

“If the value of foreign currency in- 
creases subsequent to the collection of 
the money by the agent,’’ he said, ‘‘the 
agent makes the exchange as of the 
date of collection, pocketing the differ- 
ence. If the exchange is down the col- 
lection is made as of the date of de- 
posit and the United States as usual is 
the loser. 

“There is no question that the Aner | 
ican ship is considered common prey 
in practically every port of the world. | 
I have operated ships through operators | 
in all ports. I know what American 
ships suffer and any way i!n_ which 
they can be robbed of money is con- 
sidered right.’’ 

During an approaching visit abroad, 
Mr. Clear added, he would endeavor to! 
effect an arrangement under which all 
financial transactions of the Shipping 
Board and Fleet Corporation would be 
handled through one bank at each port, | 
and operators’ agents be required to de- 
posit Government funds the day they 
were collected. 


VOTES £400,000 LOAN | 
FOR WEST INDIAN CABLE} 








House of Commons Does So in 
Face of Protests Against 
American Control. 





LONDON, May 7.—The House of Com- 
mons tonight passed the third reading 
of the West Indian Telegraph bill, which 
provides for the expenditure of £400,000 
for the establishment of a system of 
cable and wireless communication in the 
British West Indian Islands and British 
Guiana. 

Speaking on the bill, Sir Douglas 
Hogg, former Conservative Attorney 
General, said there was no doubt that 
the money which the Government would 
advance would be loaned to a company 
which, although it was called British, 
was entirely controlled by American 
capital. He referred, he said, to the 
Commercial Cable Company. 

J. H. Thomas, Minister for the Colo- 
nies, explained that arrangements were 
being made for the transfer of sufficient 
shares to leave the controlling interest 
in the lines in the hands of British sub- 


jects, but admitted that they were nomi- 
nally servants of an American company. 
He remarked that the cables might have 
been the property of Great Britain, as 
they were offered to the late Joseph 
Chamberlain before the Americans 
eves them, but Mr. Chamberlain de- 
clined. 

Sir Harry Brittain, Conservative, de- 
clared : 

‘“‘As regards control, it is perfectly 
legitimate for the United States to press 
their influence wherever they can all 
over the world; but we are entitled to 
see to it that over sn all-British route 
we have British news and British influ- 
ence first. There have been grievous 
complaints of the fact that the news 
supplied to the West Indies is seen 
through American glasses * * and 
it is of necessity American-colored. 

“‘A report made recently to the Empire 
Press Union stated that the subsidized 
service of the direct West Indies Cable 
Company to the British Islands was ob- 
viously designed primarily for American 
readers. 

“That is the disquieting side of this 
business, and we are handing over £400,- 
000 to strengthen this American service. 
I think that the House ought to be told 
all the facts, particularly as regards 
control. for it is a fact that every one 
on the Board of Directors which controls 
these cables is either connected with, 
or in most cases a paid employe of, the 
American Commercial Cable Vempeny, 
and that the bulk of the capital is held 
in American hands.”’ : 





Says Nation Profiteered in Wheat. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—A charge 
that the Government ‘“‘profiteered’’ in 
its wheat transactions during the war 
was made by Senator Gooding, Repub- 
lican, of Idaho, in a Senate specch today 
urging farm relief legislation. He said 


he did not intend to press his bill to fix 
the pus of the 1924-25 crops of wheat 
at $1.50 per bushel, in view of the more 
favorable status of the McNary-Haugen 
bill proposing the establishment of 
“ratio prices’’ for farm products.

IN AMERIGA IN 1923 


Rate Rose From 9 Per 100,000 
of Population to 10.2, 
Insurance Man Finds. 


25 TIMES THAT OF ENGLAND 


Life Safer in New York Than In 
Most Big Cities—Barring of 
Mails to Firearms Asked. 


The number of murders committed in 
this country in 1923-shows the reguler 
annual increase in ‘‘the American mur- 
der wave,’’ and indicates that we are 
slowly drifting toward a degree of ac- 
quiescence. in crime and criminal traits 
which, if not sternly dealt with, will 
permeate every stratum of society, ac- 
cording to an analysis of crime figures 
made by Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman of 
the Prudential Insurance Company of 
America, and printed in The Spectator. 

Statistics that cover most of the cities 
indicate an increase in, murder from 9 
Per 100,000 of population in 1922 to 10.2 
in 1923. They show that the homicide 
Tate has doubled in twenty years. 

“On the basis of a conservative esti- 
mate,’”’ said Dr. Hoffman, ‘“‘there are 
certainly not less than 10,000 murder 
Cases a year in this country.” . 

On the other hand, there were approx- 
imately 200 murders in England and 
Wales last year, so that actually fifty 
times as many people were murdered in 
this country. On the basis of popula- 
tion, murders were twenty-five times as 
frequent in the United States as in 
England and Wales. For each 100,000 
of population about three times as many 
persons are murdered in this country 
as in Italy. 

Although the death penalty apparently 
acts as a strong deterrent in Hngland 
and Wales, Dr. Hoffman favors aboli- 
tion of capital punishment here, arguing 
that the failure to enforce the penalty 
is one of the things that puts a pre- 
mium on murder. 

“The sale of tirearms, except to those 
properly authorized to carry ,, them, 
should be absolutely prohibited, says 
Dr. Hoffman. ‘‘The sale through mail 
order houses is unquestionably one of 
the most fruitful sources of murderous 
crimes. An admirable example has been 
set by Butler Brothers of Chicago, a 
mail order nouse of international repu- 
tation, which has discontinued the sale 
of firearms absolutely. It is entirely 
within the power vf Congress to pro- 
hibit the sending of firearms through 
the mails. Until this is done the present 
evil will only continue to grow worse. 

The murder rate in New York is al- 
most 50 per cent. less than the average 
for the rest of the country. New York's 
homicide average is 5.5 per 100,000, as 
against 12.7 for Chicago, 8.3 fur Phila- 
delphia, 3.9 for Boston, 16.3 for Cincin- 
nati. 

“It is an appalling indication of the 

rowth of lawless.iess and crime,’’ says 

r. Hoffman, *‘and without a parallel in 
the social history of nations. 

Sat the head of the murder list stands 
the appalling record for the city of 
Memphis, Tenn. There were 113 murder 
deaths in Memphis in 1923, equivalent 
to a rate of 65 per 100,000. n other 
words, Memphis is nearly seven times 
more ‘murderous than the country at 
large. Memphis has a population o less 
than 200,000. Birmingham, England, 
with a population of nearly a million, in 
1920 had five deaths from murder. Al- 
most identical with the murder rate of 
Memphis is the current murder rate for 
Jacksonville, Fla. In 1923 the rate for 
Jacksonville. was 61.7, against a rate 

5.9 for 1922.’’ 
Wext to Jacksonville stands Nashville, 
‘Tenn. Its rate in 1923 was 38.7. Other 
cities with extremely high homicide 
rates are: Louisville, 35.6; Charleston, 
S. C., 28.1: Mobile, 25.3; New Orleans, 
29.9: Savannah, 21.1, and St. Louis, 26.1. 

“A point has been reached in our na- 
tional life where no one_is safe any- 
where at any time,’’ Dr. Hoffmann goes 
on. ‘Murder is set forth with alluring 
attractiveness in countless cheap publi-

Murder is én- 
couraged by long-delayed trials and the 
uncertainty of conviction and of severity

POLICE GUARD JAIL. 


Fire in Raymond Street, Brooklyn, 


Does $100,000 Damage. 

While firemen fought a fire late yes- 
terday afternoon in the three-story brick 
factory building at Raymond and Wil- 
loughby Streets; Brooklyn, Police re- 
serves guarded the Raymond Street jail, 
across the street. So threatening was 
the aspect of the fire that when the 
first apparatus arrived two more alarms 
were sent in. Four persons were slightly 
hurt in getting out of the building, in 
which about 400 persons, including about 
100 women, were employed. 

The building occupies a block on Wil- 
loughby Street between Raymond and 
Navy Streets. The fire was confined 
to the Raymond Street end, which is 
occupied by the printing and binding 
plant of the Hewlet-Tempany Company. 
The other end is used by Gaites-Peace 
;Company, manufacturers of gas fix- 
tures. 

The fire was discovered about the same 
fime by Frank Powers, a keeper in the 
Raymond Street Jail and Policeman 
Richard J. Moane of Traffic D, who was 
on post two blocks from the jail. The 
policeman assisted many of the workers 
in the printing establishment to escape 
by way of the roof. Some of the women 
were carried down ladders by firemen. 


The equipment of the printing plant was 
practically destroyed and the police es- 
timated the damage at about $100,000.
